None of the three political 
leaders had any formal 
statements to make after 
their meeting, which dealt 
with perennial topics such as 
construction of an Alaska 
Highway gas pipeline and a 
northern railway line be¬ 
tween B.C., Alaska and the 
Yukon. 

But Hammond said he 
agreed with the Canadian 
position because Alaska also 
has a 320-kilometre (200- 
mile) offshore limit, which 
he said has worked fine for 
his state and should for Can¬ 
ada as well. 

Faced with threats of 
more seizures, two United 
States tuna boat owners’ as¬ 
sociations Wednesday told 
their members to leave Ca¬ 
nadian waters until the U.S.

“We want to promote U.S.- 
Canadian fishery relations, 
not damage them,” said Bob 
Alverson, manager of the 
Fishing Vessel Owners Asso¬ 
ciation in Seattle.

Although it fears its mediation talks are now doomed, the 
B.C. Ferry and Marine Workers Union has some good news 
for holidayers wanting to take advantage of the summer’s 
last big bash: ferry service will sail without interruption 
through the Labor Day weekend. 

The only threat to that would be unauthorized job 
action prompted by militant individuals, and the union 
doesn’t see that as a likelihood. 

“When we served our strike notice we did give our 
commitment that there would not be a strike on the 
holiday weekend,” union president Shirley Mathieson told 
the Colonist Wednesday. 

THE 72-HOUR NOTICE WAS served nine days ago but 
the holiday commitment wasn’t made general knowledge at 
that time. 

The 2,600-member union has remained within the law 
by not putting a rotating strike plan into effect while 
mediator Fred Geddes is still in the picture. And while 
meetings with Geddes continue today, union negotiators 
appear to feel there is little chance of success.

LONDON — Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, 
donning a camouflage flak jacket and a military 
beret, helicoptered into the heart of Northern Ire¬ 
land’s “bandit country” Wednesday in a show of 
defiance to the Irish Republican Army which consid¬ 
ers the border region its own. 

She arrived as the Dublin government posted a 
$260,000 reward for the killers who Monday assassin¬ 
ated Lord Louis Mountbatten, Britain’s senior sol¬ 
dier-statesman. 

Police questioned at least two IRA suspects about 
the assassination, but said they had been picked up 
about one hour before Mountbatten was killed. 

Sources said traces of nitroglycerine and sea 
water were found in the men’s clothing. 

In Dublin, Deputy Prime Minister George Colley 
said Irish police believe they have identified Mount- 
batten’s assassins but so far did not have enough 
evidence to bring charges.

BEER HIKE ON TAP 


An increase in the price of draught 
beer is expected to take effect on 
Sept. 4.

MONTREAL (CP) — The 
Confederation of National 
Trade Unions announced 
Wednesday it would pay 
Reynolds Aluminum Co. of 
Canada Ltd. $2.5 million in 
an out-of-court settlement 
for damages incurred in a 
two-day illegal strike in 
1967. 

The CNTU had been or¬ 
dered in February to pay 
Reynolds Aluminum $10 mil¬ 
lion for damage caused when 
supervisors were kept from 
preventing the hardening of 
aluminum in pot lines. 

The 200,000-member 
trade-union group said the 
payment, worked out with 
company negotiators, woifld 
be spread over three years. 

The union said it did not 
consider the settlement an 
admission of responsibility. 

The case stems from a 
two-day walkout in 1967 at 
the Baie Comeau smelter of 


Canadian British Metals, 
now owned by Reynolds. 

The company claimed the 
strikers prevented company 
officials from entering the 
smelter to shut down the 
plant in an orderly way, and 


molten aluminum solidified 
in pot lines. 

The company also claimed 
$1.5 million in lost produc¬ 
tion during repairs. 

In February, Quebec Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge Vincent 


Masson awarded Reynolds 
$6 million plus interest—al¬ 
most $10 million. 

That judgment was de¬ 
scribed as the largest in Ca¬ 
nadian labor relations his¬ 
tory.

Bureaucrats 
wampum men 
—MacDonnell 


WINNIPEG (UPC) — 
Canada is economically sick, 
in part because bureaucrats 
treat public money like 
“wampum” and try to get as 
much for their programs as 
possible. Auditor General 
James MacDonnell said 
Wednesday. 

“The country is economic¬ 
ally sick . . . and elected 
representatives are no 
longer effectively in control 
of the public purse,” he said 
in a rare speech to the annual 
conference of the Institute of 
Public Administration of 
Canada. “The bureaucra¬ 
cies have no incentive to re¬ 
store that control.” 

MacDonnell, who retires 
later this year, said MPs are 
controlled by senior bureau¬ 
crats and public money is 
treated like “wampum,” be¬ 


cause the bureacrats are 
still praised and promoted 
for getting as much money 
for their departmental pro¬ 
grams as possible. 

The Lambert Commission 
on financial management in 
the federal government and 
annual reports from the au¬ 
ditor general “provide 
ample evidence that our own 
country is sick . . . and the 
superbureaucrats may well 
be the carriers,” he said. 

In a separate statement, 
Prime Minister Joe Clark 
made a move towards re¬ 
straint, appointing Perrin 
Beatty, Minister of State for 
the Treasury Board, in 
charge of developiqg a time¬ 
table for implementing the 
Lambert Commission’s 
recommendations.

Canadian waters and re¬ 
fused to leave were charged 
under the Coastal Fisheries 
Protection Act. 

Under U.S. law, Canadian 
imposition of fines or jailing 
would lead to an automatic 
embargo on all .tuna prod 
ucts from Canada, which 
last year amounted to about 
$ 170,000 worth of the fish. 
The state department is ex¬ 
pected to call for this em¬ 
bargo within the next few 
days. 

There is also pressure on 
the U.S. government to ex¬ 
pand this embargo to cover 
other fish product imports 
from Canada, since the tuna 
trade is so small. 

The tough Canadian ac¬ 
tion, which has puzzled some 
officials here, is being seen 
in some quarters as a ma¬ 
noeuvre by Canada to wrest 
concessions from the Ameri¬ 
cans in other areas of com¬ 
mercial fishing. 

Canada is disturbed, for 
example, by U.S. plans to 
exploit herring stocks off the 
coast of Washington. This 
action, it is felt, could threa¬ 
ten a thriving Canadian her¬ 
ring industry in British Co¬ 
lumbia. 

The tuna boat seizures last 
weekend underlined the sen¬ 
sitive state of U.S.-Canada 
fishing and maritime rela¬ 
tions since an international 
agreement expired 14 
months ago. 

Both countries have pro¬ 
claimed 200-mile fishing 
zones off their coasts buf the 
Americans exempt highly- 
migratory fish, like tuna, 
from their law. Canada does 
not, claiming sovereignty 
over all fish species in its 
waters. 

Meanwhile, a number of 
agreements and protocols 
dealing with cross-border 
fishing on both coasts are 
awaiting U.S. Senate ap 
proval. The tuna hassle, 
sources here admit, could 
aggravate U.S. politicians 
enough to vote against the 
important fish deals.

BASHED 

BUNNY 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President Carter grabbed a 
puddle and flailed a mis¬ 
guided rabbit swimming to¬ 
ward his canoe on a remote 
Georgia fishing pond last 
spring. White House sources 
said Wednesday. 

The surprised president 
apparently first assumed the 
object rippling the waters 
was a snake. He tossed aside 
his fishing rod, seized the 
paddle and started swinging, 
the source said. 

The fate of the rabbit was 
unknown. The president did 
not mention the incident, 
which might have gone unre¬ 
corded if a White House pho 
tographer hadn’t caught it 
on film. 

The source said a picture 
showed the president swing 
ing a paddle, kicking up the 
waters of the quiet fishing 
pond. 

The rabbit penetrated a 
ring of Secret Service 
agents, whistlinjfcout of the 
bushes and plunging into the 
pond, the source said. 


The other four boats are 
members of the Western 
Fish Boat Owners Associa¬ 
tion of San Diego, which also 
called for its member boats 
to leave Canadian waters. 

In Washington, D.C., Ray 
Arnado of the state depart¬ 
ment’s office of fishery af¬ 
fairs said the U.S. was at¬ 
tempting to settle the dispute 
with Canada. 

“We’ve reiterated what 
our policy is and they’re 
fully aware of it. They, in 
turn, have reiterated their 
policy and that’s the prob¬ 
lem.” 

The U.S. and Canada are 
at odds because of the lack of 
a fishing agreement on mi¬ 
gratory fish. Canada claims 
jurisdiction over fish within 
the 200-mile limit, while the 
U.S. recognizes only a 12- 
mile limit for highly migra¬ 
tory fish such as tuna. 

Fisheries patrol vessels 
and a Canadian destroyer 
escort failed to find U.S. 
fishing vessels inside the 
320-kilometre zone Wednes¬ 
day. 

Fight masters of U.S. tuna 
fishing boats were charged 
Tuesday- in Victoria provin¬ 
cial court with being in Cana¬ 
dian waters without author¬ 
ity and fishing illegally in 
Canadian waters after they 
wen* boarded 90 kilometres 
off Cape* Cook to thf south of 
Quatsino Sound on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island 
and escorted here. 

All eight entered pleas of 
not guilty and trial was set 
for Feb. 13 and 14.

postponement. 

ZANU, which won 12 parliamentary seats, al¬ 
leges there were gross irregularities in the election 
of 41 UANC members of parliament in five districts, 
and wants the elections declared null and void. 


Sun flares shield 
Saturn’s secrets 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. 
(UPI) — Instruments 
aboard Saturn-bound Pio¬ 
neer 11 were confused 
Thursday by two enormous 
releases of energy on the sun 
as the spacecraft sped past 
the storied Saturnian moon 
Iapetus. 

A solar flare Aug. 18 had 
the force of a thousand hy¬ 
drogen bombs and sent out 
highly charged particles at 
the speed of light 1 billion 
miles away to Saturn. 

Pioneer was unable to find 
Saturn’s expected magnetic 
field, apparently because 


the solar wind was pushing 
the field away. Once inside 
the magnetic field, it was 
feared that background 
noise from the solar flare 
would mask measurements. 


on Lebanese towns, villages 
and refugee camps, he stat¬ 
ed: “We cannot and do not 
agree with Israel’s military 
policies in Lebanon, as man- 
ifested in the past few 
months.

It should renounce the 
use of Lebanese territory for 
this purpose.” 

Ambassador Ghassan 
Tueni of Lebanon, who 
opened the debate, said his 
countrymen are apparently 
“doomed to be killed be¬ 
cause Mr. (Menachem) 
Begin (the Israeli prime 
minister) wants to go on kill¬ 
ing Palestinians before they 
in turn kill every Israeli citi¬ 
zen.” 

He declared that southern 
Lebanon must be a zone of 
peace. 

Tueni said Lebanon is not 
asking for a resolution. If 
one were to be considered, it 
should be for sanctions 
against Israel.

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About patronage 
now and then 

PATRONAGE IS a tainted word in politics. So 
it should be because it smacks of using elected 
office and the public purs£ to advance strictly 
political ends. Handing out political favors may 
not be illegal blit it flirts with being unethical 
because it so often involves awards and ap¬ 
pointments quite unrelated to merit. And it’s 
such a short step from patronage to vote¬ 
buying, pay-offs and other unsavory exer¬ 
cises. 

The Liberal government in Ottawa over the 
past 16 years was accused on occasions too 
numerous to count of pork barrel politics. Now 
that the true blue Tory machine has taken over, 
we can expect a much more ethical approach to 
the dispensing of government largesse, can’t 
we? 

Just listen to Roch LaSalle, the new Con¬ 
servative minister of supply and services: 

"Patronage is a fact of political life at all 
levels,” he says. “Obviously it was a tool 
that was used by the Liberals during their 
tenure in office and I don’t intend to pass up our 
opportunity.” 

Loyal party hackers in Quebec ‘‘can look 
forward to being on the receiving end of gov¬ 
ernment work and services contracts,” he 
says. Part of his mandate will be to “reward 
our friends.” 

“As you know, we haven’t done very well in 
attracting francophone voters, so this way we 
will at least be able to make some inroads with 
them.” 

So much for the new approach to patron¬ 
age. It has drawn a reserved endorsement from 
Prime Minister Joe Clark. 

Just this final comment from Mr. LaSalle 
before we leave the wonderland of political 
ethics in Ottawa. Remember the much critic¬ 
ized Liberal appointment of Bryce Mack- 
asey as chairman of Air Canada? 

“Let’s make it clear,” Mr. LaSalle says, 
“Mackasey’s got to go. His apppointment is an 
out-and-out misuse of the power process by the 
Liberals.” 

Given Mr. LaSalle’s views on patronage, 
that’s choice. 


A dumb idea 

SOME ECONOMY MEASURES dreamed up by 
politicians are stunningly stupid, and a classic 
example is the current proposal by the British 
government to curtail — no, cripple — the 
British Broadcasting Corporation’s foreign 
language services. 

In order to save a relatively paltry £4 
million a year, the government is apparently 
giving serious consideration to cuts that would 
eliminate as many as 23 of the 38 foreign 
language services broadcast from London to 
virtually every corner of the world. 

The BBC would be silenced in Latin Ameri¬ 
ca — where Britain has vital economic inter¬ 
ests — western and southern Europe, Afri¬ 
ca, southeast Asia, the Far East and the Indian 
sub-continent. In fact the only survivors of this 
cost-cutting madness would be the services 
broadcast to the Communist and Arab coun¬ 
tries. 

Since it was granted its first Royal Charter 
in 1927, the BBC has earned and jealously 
guarded a reputation for broadcasting profes¬ 
sionalism, free of any taint of political interfer¬ 
ence. In the dark days of the Second World War 
it became a beacon of hope for millions in 
Nazi-occupied Europe. In today’s world, where 
expert propaganda, distortion and political 
lying fill the air waves as never before, the 
BBC’s accurate, unemotional news bulletins in 
Spanish, Japanese, Hindi and many other 
tongues are still received with greater world¬ 
wide credibility than those of any other broad¬ 
casting organization. 

To gag this effective global voice in the 
interests of economy makes as much sense as 
selling the Crown jewels.

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When not to allow the right to strike 


OTTAWA — One promise made by 
the government — the promise to re¬ 
view the question of essential public 
services — will prob¬ 
ably be kept. Certain¬ 
ly, it should be. 

That review has to 
be seen in the context 
of denying employees 
in essential services 
the right to strike, in 
return for binding ar¬ 
bitration. It's an old 
problem that has baf¬ 
fled successive gov¬ 
ernments. Perhaps the 
Clark government can find a solu¬ 
tion. 

The hypocrisy of existing legisla¬ 
tion again became evident last spring 
when the postal workers, having been 
given the right to strike, were legislat¬ 
ed back to work immediately they 
exercised that right. It’s not the first 
time workers in an essential industry, 
though granted the right to strike, 
have had that right withdrawirwhen 
they actually struck. The railways are 
an example. At the provincial level, 
hydro workers are another. 

The question Is, what’s an essential 
service? Broadly speaking, it’s any 
service necessary' to the health and 
safety of the community, or absolutely 
necessary to its economic survival. 
The post office has come to be seen in

this light. If a major portion of Can¬ 
ada's transport system — all the rail¬ 
ways, for instance — were shut down, 
the whole economy would be devastat¬ 
ed. Hospitals and electricity are fur¬ 
ther examples of essential services. 

Indeed, a possible definition of an 
essential service has come from the 
labor movement itself, unwittingly 
perhaps, because the labor movement 
has stood firmly against withdrawal of 
the right to strike, in favor of binding 
arbitration. In a recent television in 
terview Andy Stewart, president of 
the Public Service Alliance of Canada, 
said: “It has been difficult to tie a 
definition to what Is an essentia! ser¬ 
vice. I look at functions that are out¬ 
side the public service, such as the 
delivery of milk, the importance of the 
wood industry to the economy of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia and to Canada, the deliv¬ 
ery of oil, and I think they’re pretty 
darned essential. But in its broadest 
terms essential services have not been 
defined in the public service because 
of the lack of specificity in the wording 
of the statute itself.” 

Having drawn this red herring 
across the trail, Stewart did get down 
to details. “We have indicated.” he 
said, “that we would recognize in the 
event of Withdrawal of services in 


certain units that we in the union 
would be prepared to ensure that cer¬ 
tain functions are staffed.” 

If Stewart is talking about special 
measures during a strike to meet 
emergency cases — and I assume 
that’s what he’s actually talking about 
— then surely he has also defined an 
essential service. It’s a service that 
has to be at least partly staffed during 
a strike, and for which there is no 
alternative. 

• When Stewart talked about milk 
and oil deliveries as essential services, 
he was throwing up a smokescreen. 
The public has alternative means of 
getting supplies of either, if a dairy or 
an oil company is struck. But for many 
commodities, there is no alternative to 
railway transport. Our vital grain and 
resources industries would suffer 
long-term damage, and therefore the 
whole country would suffer, through a 
lengthy railway strike. Small busines- 
men heavily dependent on the mails 
would face bankruptcy following a 
very long postal strike. By any mea¬ 
sure. these are essential industries. 

Prime Minister Clark has talked 
about setting up an industrial disputes 
tribunal which would advise the gov¬ 
ernment on labor disputes, and per 
haps try to mediate or arbitrate them. 


That would be all to the good, especial¬ 
ly if such a tribunal sat down with the 
public service unions to try to agree on 
a definition of essential services, unit 
by unit, thaUould be put into law. 

It may not be easy. Governments 
and unions have been grappling with 
the problem for 20 years. But It’s a 
problem that should be solved for two 
reasons, one moral, one practical. It is 
immoral to give unions the right to 
strike, then withdraw it the moment 
it’s exercised. At the same time, it is 
impractical to allow unions in essen¬ 
tial industries to strike, for the health 
and security of the whole community 
would be endangered. 

Resort to binding arbitration 
doesn’t destroy the collective bargain¬ 
ing process. Police associations in On¬ 
tario, for example, have yielded the 
right to strike in favor of binding 
arbitration. They nevertheless engage 
in collective bargaining with the muni:, 
cipal police commissions, and in al¬ 
most every instance a settlement is 
reached before the arbitration stage. 

Employers also — and that includes 
the government — don’t like the prin¬ 
ciple of binding arbitration, for it re¬ 
moves some of their power to set their 
own rates. But in essential industries, 
when there is a strike, arbitration gets 
used anyway, because the alternative 
is worse. 
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Cops shoot first 
in the city of love

WASHINGTON — Philadelphia’s name as the city of 
brotherly love has taken a bit of a beating since former cop 
Frank Rizzo was elected Mayor seven years ago.

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Nigeria’s path to democracy 
shows black Africa the way 


Nigeria, the giant of black 
Africa, recently completed a 
remarkable five-week elec¬ 
tion intended to return it 
from military to civilian 
rule. 

This orderly transfer of 
power, if it finally is com¬ 
pleted without a hitch — and 
most people expect it will be 
— is of importance far be¬ 
yond Nigeria’s borders. 

For all black Africa, it is 
an example of maturity and 
responsibility. It points the 
way for other military gov¬ 
ernments, which still are the 
rule rather than the excep¬ 
tion on much of the conti¬ 
nent. It also shows that mili¬ 
tary leaders combining 
intelligence and a sense of 
national duty can co-operate 
with an educated civilian 
elite to move an African 
country forward on the road 
of true popular participation 
in government. 

For the West, the process 
strengthens both the sta 
bility and national unity of 
Nigeria — a country of great 
importance to the United 
States and Britain in particu¬ 
lar. Nigeria is the second 
largest supplier of foreign 
oil to America. It is the big¬ 
gest market in all Africa for 
Britain — bigger these days 
than South Africa. 

In addition. Nigeria plays 
a key role in the evolution of 
U.S. and British policy in 
southern Africa. Nigeria’s 
vast oil output gives it poten¬ 
tial leverage to influence 
Western policy on both Zim¬ 
babwe Rhodesia and South 
Africa. 

Nigeria’s first civilian 
president in 13 years will be 
Alhaji Shehu Shagari, due to 
take over from Gen. Oluse- 
gun Obasanjo Oct. 1.

Shagari was declared the 
winner of the presidential 
election in a broadcast over 
Lagos radio Aug. 16. Shagari 
was the only one of three 
main candidates to poll at 
least 25 percent of the vote in 
10 of Nigeria’s 19 states. 

The runner-up was Chief 
Obafemi Awolowo, and the 
third main contestant was 
Dr. Nnamoi Azikiwe, presi¬ 
dent of Nigeria in the early 
days of independence after 
the end of British rule in 
1960. 

Shagari, still in his fifties, 
is much younger than either 
Awolowo or Azikiwe, who 
both are in their seventies. 
But more important from 
the point of view of Nigerian 
unity, his party — the Na¬ 
tional Party of Nigeria 
(NPN) — emerged from the 
series of elections as more 
truly national than either 
Awolowo’s Unity Party of 
Nigeria (UPN) or Azikiwe’s 
Nigerian People’s Party 
(NPP). 

Shagari’s NPN won state 
governorships in a band of 
states from Sokoto in the 
north right across Nigeria to 
river states on the coast in 
the south. 

Awolowo’s UPN’s vic¬ 
tories tended to be concen¬ 
trated in the states in the 
west where his fellow Yoru- 
bas are in a majority and 
those of Azikiwe’s NPP were 
centered on the heartland of 
his fellow Ibos in what once 
was the eastern region of 
Nigeria. 

There are skeptics who see 
in this pattern of voting a 
persistence of ethnic loyal- 


[THAT'LL BE THE DAY) 
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ties and rivalries that ex¬ 
ploded into the civil war that 
wracked Nigeria from 1966 
to 1970. Since the end of that 
war. successive military 
governments have concen¬ 
trated on drawing up state 
boundaries and producing a 
constitution that together 
would be a guarantee 
against any repetition of 
either the bloodshed of the 
civil war (in which perhaps 
as many as a million people 
perished) or of the threat to 
Nigeria’s unity and its prom¬ 
ising potential as a whole. 

Some outsiders might ask 
whether the election results 
now suggest that narrow 
ethnic loyalties have proven 
stronger than the best inten¬ 
tions of the military lead¬ 
ers. 

Against such doubts and 
questions must be set certain 
facts. 

First, the division of Nige-* 
ria into 19 states — in place 
of the three that the British 
bequeathed the country at 
independence — comes as 
close as humanly possible to 
lessening the possibility of 
one major ethnic group do¬ 
minating or imposing its will 
on another. 

Second, the president — 
whose powers are similar to 
those of the president of 
America — by law must in¬ 
clude in his ministerial ap¬ 
pointments at least one in- 
divdual from each of the 19 
states. 

All his appointments, both 
to the executive branch and 
to the top level of the civil 
service, are subject to con¬ 
firmation by the Senate. The 
constitution says these ap¬ 
pointments “must reflect 
the federal character of Ni¬ 
geria and be in consonance 
with the goal of national 
unity.” 

Third, Shagari, Awolowo 
and Azikiwe may be faces 
identified with regional 
loyalties in pre-civil war Ni¬ 
geria, but the interval of 
military rule has not given 
younger civilian politicians 
time to develop national 
recognition or a national fol¬ 
lowing.

Rizzo has lived up to that 
campaign pledge, notably by 
making his city's 8,000 po¬ 
licemen what he is proud to 
call “the toughest cops in the 
world.” The policy backfired 
recently, however, when the 
U.S. Justice Department 
filed an unprecedented law¬ 
suit charging the city, Rizzo 
himself and 18 senior city 
and police officials with con¬ 
doning “systematic police 
brutality.” 

Nothing like it has hap¬ 
pened before in American 
legal history. The Justice 
Department added salt to 
the wound by recommending 
that all federal aid to Phila¬ 
delphia — estimated at some 
$4 million a year—be cut off 
until reforms are made. 

Rizzo worked his way up 
from humble beginnings as a 
cop on the beat in 1943. He 
became police commission¬ 
er in 1967 and was elected 
mayor five years later. His 
second term ends next year, 
which means his enforced, 
reluctant retirement; his at¬ 
tempt last year to alter the 
city’s constitution, and so 
allow himself to stand for a 
third term, failed in a refer¬ 
endum. 

Rizzo makes no specific 
denial of the Justice Depart¬ 
ment’s allegations. He made 
his political name as a law- 
and-order man, and his 
policy on the issue was fa¬ 
mously made clear during a 
visit to Rome to compare 
police methods. Itoviting the 
Italian Senate President to 
send a delegation to Phila¬ 
delphia, he said: “We’ll show 
them how to eat those guys 
up. We grind 'em up, grind 
’em up.” The way to deal 
with criminal suspects, he 
said, was spaeco il capo 
(break their heads). 

A trial currently under 
way is typical: Thomas 
Bowe, a city police officer, is 
charged with the murder of a 
young black, Cornell War¬ 
ren, whom he had arrested 
for reckless driving. War¬ 


ren. his wrists handcuffed 
behind his back, made a 
break from the police van. 
fearing brutality once he 
was inside the station. Bowe 
pursued him and shot him 
dead, in the back of his 
head. 

Since Rizzo has been 
mayor of Philadelphia, offi¬ 
cial police figures show that 
more than 150 civilians have 
been killed by policemen, 
over half of them unarmed 
when they were beaten or 
shot. In not one of those 
cases has. a police officer 
been suspended or disci¬ 
plined. Officer Bowe. while 
on trial for the murder of 
Cornell Warren, is still tech¬ 
nically a serving officer on 
active duty. 

Why have things gone so 
wrong in Philadelphia? An 
investigation in 1977 by the 
Philadelphia Inquirer . 
which revealed a systematic 
pattern of physical abuse of 
suspects, quoted unnamed 
officers’ feelings of “out¬ 
rage” that the courts award 
so many acquittals. 

They vented their frustra¬ 
tions on suspects, knowing 
that they themselves were in 
violation of the law by doing 
so. They were, said one, not 
just allowed but “en¬ 
couraged" to be violent. And 
the orders came “from the 
top.” 

Which is why Mayor Rizzo 
is personally named in the 
suit. He in turn accuses the 
Carter administration of 
electioneering, pointing out 
that most of the cases re¬ 
ferred to in the suit involve 
blacks or Hispanics, two mi¬ 
nority groups the president 
is currently wooing in his bid 
for re-election. 

As is the way with Ameri¬ 
can litigation, the case will 
take three to six months to 
reach court, and no verdict is 
expected for at least a year 
or 18 months — by which 
time Frank Rizzo will no 
longer be mayor of Philadel¬ 
phia.

Different perspective 
on Royal Oak proposal 


Before a final decision is made on the 
Royal Oak industrial complex, I would 
like to make the following comments, 
which, as a person affected by any deci¬ 
sion, bring to light a different perspective 
given by Hubert Beyer in a recent column 
and by the frequent media attention to the 
mayor of Saanich. 

Given the mayor of Saanich's express¬ 
ed concern over green space in one part 
of Saanich ( Colonist , Aug. 23), I find it 
difficult to accept what he is encouraging 
in the Royal Oak area. This involves rezon¬ 
ing fields, forested areas, and residential 
areas into light industrial, with the result 
that warehouses or whatever will be locat¬ 
ed on top of the ridge along the Pat Bay 
Highway.

WASHINGTON (CP) — 
U.S. energy regulatory au¬ 
thorities announced modi¬ 
fied rules Wednesday to per¬ 
mit increased rates of return 
for investors in major por¬ 
tions of the long-delayed 
Alaskan natural gas pipe¬ 
line. 

The changes were called 
“definitely favorable” by a 
spokesman of Northwest 
Alaskan Pipeline Co., major 
U.S. partner in the giant 
Canada-U.S. project to move 
Alaskan gas south through 
Canada to the lower 48 
states. Canadian partner is 
Foothills Pipelines Ltd. of 
Calgary. 

A major change in the fed¬ 
eral Energy Regulatory 
Commission ruling is a deci¬ 
sion to permit sponsors to 
use a current cost estimate, 
rather than a total project 
cost determined in March, 
1977, as a basis for setting a 
Sliding scale of returns for 
investment. 

The Northwest spokes¬ 
man, commenting on the ef¬ 
fect of the change, noted the 
project was estimated in 
1977 to cost between $10 bil¬ 
lion and $12 billion. But dur¬ 
ing the last two years, while 
delays by U.S. regulatory au¬ 
thorities held up a project 
start, its cost had increased 
to between $14 billion and $15 
billion at least. 

Northwest intends to go to 
the capital markets before 
the end of the year to seek 
private financing for the 
pipeline. A spokesman said 
it would be able to offer a 
more attractive investment 
because of the Energy Regu¬ 
latory Commission's ruling. 

The commission also up¬ 
held an earlier ruling, made 
in June, that sets specific 
percentages for investment 
rates of return that are in¬ 
tended to allow higher re¬ 
turns if costs are kept in 
check and decrease if there 
are cost overruns. 

It sets a centre rate of 
return on investment of 17.5 
per cent for Alaskan por¬ 
tions of the pipeline, provid¬ 
ed cost overruns don’t ex¬ 
ceed 30 per cent.

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CKVU gets over teething pain 


FULL MEASURE OF FOOD VALUE FOR YOUR FOOD DOLLAR 


VANCOUVER (CP) - 
Three years after its first 
telecast, television station 
CKVU appears to be over¬ 
coming its teething prob¬ 
lems in its drive to become 
an alternative to Vancou¬ 
ver’s two established out¬ 
lets. 

The shareholder squab¬ 
bles, management shakeups 
and program adjustments 
are almost, but not entirely, 
things of the past. 

Advertisers have begun to 
accept the station as an al¬ 
ternative to the CBC’s CBUT 
and CTV’s CHAN. 

CKVU recently deflected a 
potential takeover bid by an 
Edmonton financier and is 


inching closer to its original 
projection of operating in the 
black by Aug. 31. 

The station was plagued by 
deficits in its first two years, 
but its finances have 
strengthened lately. 

An interim unaudited 
statement indicated the sta-' 
tion lost $50,000 in the six 
months ending Feb. 28. 

Statements for the year 
ending Aug. 31, 1978, show a 
net loss of $938,652, com¬ 
pared with a loss of $2,193,- 
835 the previous vear. 

In a move that began early 
this spring, control of the 
station has been acquired by 
CKVU president Darryl 
Duke, vice-president Nor¬ 


man Klenman and director 
Gordon Lyall. They paid 
slightly more than $2 million 
to obtain more than half the 
station’s common and pre¬ 
ferred shares. 

Dr. Charles Allard, owner 
of Edmonton Video and 
CITV, had bought 4,804 com¬ 
mon shares and 412 prefer¬ 
red shares, giving him 4.7 
per cent of CKVU’s common 
shares and 6.9 per cent of its 
preferred shares. 

Duke denies it was Al¬ 
lard’s purchase that prompt¬ 
ed his own move. The station 
was a good business invest¬ 
ment and the time was ripe 
to make a bid, he said. 

Relations between CKVU 


and the Canadian Radio-tele¬ 
vision and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission have not 
always been the best. 

In granting the CKVU li¬ 
cence renewal which expired 
March 31, the commission 
ordered the station to im¬ 
prove its programming and 
expand its local content con¬ 
siderably. 

“We’ve lived up to all the 
conditions, and this season is 
up to all the requirements of 
Canadian content and local 
production,’’ said Duke. 

Media buyers, who pur¬ 
chase air time for major 
advertisers, are becoming 
more positive. 

“It’s becoming very cost- 


efficient to advertise on 
CKVU,” said Bill Pick of 
McKim Advertising. 

CKVU’s share of the adult 
audience during an average 
week last spring was 12 per 
cent, up two per cent from 
the spring of 1978, the Bu¬ 
reau of Broadcast Measure¬ 
ment indicates. 

The bureau put CBC’s 
share at 15 per cent and 
BCTV’s share at 24 per 
cent. 

Pick said CKVU’s ratings 
were improving mainly be 
cause the station had pur 
c hased a number of success 
ful prirtie-time U.S 
productions.

Wasting Money! 


Dealers face year-end glut 


backlog of 1979 model cars, 
face the prospect of being 
overtaken by the 1980 models 
before the task is complete. 

“I’ve never seen a year- 
end glut like this,” said Gar 
Laux, executive vice-presi¬ 
dent for sales and marketing 
at Chrysler Corp. “We’ve got 
to move the 79s out, and 
that’s what we’re doing.’’ He 
said the company’s $400 cash 
rebate program had helped 
slice an 80,000-vehicle inven¬ 
tory at the end of July to 
43,800 units. 

GORDON B. MacKEN- 
ZIE, a sales vice-president 
at the Ford Motor Co., con¬ 
curs: “It’s a problem for the 
whole industry. We’re run¬ 
ning abnormally high in in¬ 
ventories. But the uncer¬ 
tainty over gasoline supply 
is over and people are com¬ 
ing into the marketplace 
again.” 

Nevertheless, the intro¬ 
duction of the 1980s, already 
delayed two weeks, will take 
place as now planned, execu¬ 
tives of the manufacturers 
say. 

All of the major car¬ 
makers acknowledge that 
they will have more model- 
year carry-overs than at the 
end of the 1978 model year. 
Some estimates on Wall 
Street are that the number is 
as high as 400,000 cars and 
trucks. 

“WE’VE STILL GOT 
some latitude,” said Robert 
D. Burger, vice-president 
for marketing at General 
Motors Corporator the in¬ 
dustry giant, suggesting that 
the large number of vehicles 
still on hand might not prove 
to be such a headache sev¬ 
eral weeks from now. 

Traditionally, late Sep¬ 
tember or early October is 
when the next model year’s 
cars officially make their 
entrance. This year it is Oct. 
11 for General Motors and 


Oct. 12 for Ford and 
Chrysler. 

“All the plans are in place, 
but we haven’t looked at the 
question yet of how to get 
people to look at the 1980s,” 
Burger said. “Basically, we 
have to separate those two 
assignments. Get the job 
done to get the 79s sold, then 
get to work on selling the 80s. 
If necessary, we’ll put out 
the merchandising plans 
needed to clean these things 
up. And when the 80s come, 
we’ll be out there advertis¬ 
ing, merchandising and sell¬ 
ing them like we would in 
any other year.”. 

COMPETING WITH 

lower : priced 1979 leftovers 
is not the only problem in¬ 
volved in marketing the 
1980s. There is the lingering 
fear of another gasoline 
shortage, an economic slow¬ 
down that has already 
prompted auto-makers to 
pare their sales outlooks, 
and <he fact that there are 
only a few truly new offer¬ 
ings. 

General Motors made a 
major change this spring 
when it introduced its X- 
body compacts, a fleet of 
cars considerably more fuel- 
efficient than their prede¬ 
cessors. 

This fall, the remaining 
fare are cars that are billed 
as luxury items: A new Ca¬ 
dillac Seville from GM, new 
Ford Thunderbird, Cougar 
and Lincoln Continental, and 
a new Chrysler car called 
Mirada. 


THERE IS ALSO the 

American Motors Eagle, 
which combines a passen¬ 
ger-ear body with a four- 
wheel-drive chassis. 

Facelifts and some new 
sheet metal dominate the 
rest of the model year’s au¬ 
tomobile offerings. Also, 
Ford is introducing a new 
fleet of more fuel-efficient 
trucks, while GM, Chrysler 
and American Motors are 
offering improvements on 
their existing truck lines. 


Thunderbird, Cougar and 
Pontiac Grand Prix. 

THE MIRADA, which re¬ 
places the well styled but 
poorly received Magnum, 
and is the companion car of 
the restyled 1980 Chrysler 
Cordoba, is about 400 pounds 
lighter than either Magnum 
or Cordoba, and will have a 
255-cubic-inch, six-cylinder 
basic engine. 

Dealers are mixed on what 
they intend to do with their 
1980 models, some of which 
they already have in stock, if 
their 79s are still abundant. 
During the last slowdown in 
1974, many dealers split 
their showroom floors and 
offered the carryover 
models at one end of the floor 
and new ones at the other. 


While the Seville retains 
the familiar Cadillac front, 
its rear slopes from the 
roofline like some previous 
fastback Oldsmobiles, then 
suddenly breaks in box-like 
fashion as it goes to the tail- 
lights and bumper. 


BASED MECHANICAL¬ 
LY on the popular new 1979 
Eldorado, the new Seville 
has been said by those in the 
industry who have seen it to 
be either a reminiscent ver¬ 
sion of the 1930s classics or a 
potentially big headache. It 
will have a new 366-cubie- 
inch V-8 engine, and the 
word is that it will cost close 
to $20,000. 

Ford is offering the broa¬ 
dest choice of new luxury 
cars of all the manufac¬ 
turers. Another product in 
the campaign to improve 
fuel economy by reducing 
the vehicles’ weight and size, 
the new Lincoln will be about 
18 inches shorter and 1,000 
pounds lighter than the cur¬ 
rent model. Its standard en¬ 
gine will be an electronic- 
fuel-injection, 302 cubic-inch 
V-8 engine with a new four- 
speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion. The Mark VI, also with 
a substantial amount of 
weight cut out and some lux¬ 
ury features added, will look 
about like the 1979 model. 


THE FORD Thunderbird, 
to be about 20 inches shorter 
than the current model, is 
being built on a stretched 
Fairmont-Zephyr platform. 
Reduced in weight by more 
than 500 pounds, it generally 
preserves the familiar Thun¬ 
derbird styling. 

Chrysler, which has al¬ 
ways sought to maintain a 
presence in the full-size, lux¬ 
ury-car market, will be in¬ 
troducing a new midsize car, 
the Dodge Mirada, which it 
will be billing as a luxury car 
in competition with the

Declarer won East’s dia¬ 
mond queen with his ace 
and made his first good 
play by laying down his 
king of trumps. East dis¬ 
carded, and a marked 
trump finesse was won in 
dummy. The trump situa¬ 
tion was solved, but how 
was declarer to avoid los¬ 
ing two tricks in both 
hearts and clubs? 

Our tricky declarer led a 
heart to his jack after 
winning dummy’s finesse 
in trumps. This “finesse” 
went to West’s queen and 
West returned the jack of 
diamonds. Declarer won 
his hidden king, cashed 
dummy’s trump ace and 
led another heart. 

West won the ace and 
switched to his singleton 
king of clubs, but it was too 
- late. Declarer ducked in 
dummy and West was 
stuck. He was forced to 
lead a red suit and de¬ 
clarer enjoyed a ruff and 
discard to score the ambi¬ 
tious game.

He’s chipping 
his way to top 
of hate heap 

NORMAL, Ill. (UPI) - Craig Ewald says he has* the 
perfect mail-order item for the heartless spouse, arro¬ 
gant boss and-or rich friend who has everything. 

He is marketing laminated cowchips — or similar prod¬ 
ucts of pigs, sheep, goats or chickens — depending upon 
(lie amount of revenge sought and the type of revenge Ewald 
can find on the rolling farmland near his home. 

“It’s for real,” said Ewald, 33, a former bank loan officer 
in Bloomington, Ill. “If the Pet Rock can sell, so can the 
cowchip.” 

Ewald said he’s sold more than 250 bits of specially 
treated manure. He said cowchips — at $3.95 — have 
been popular since he began “manufacturing” them in 
July 1978 in the basement of his sprawling, ranch-style 
home. 

Each chip is accompanied by a pamplet describing the 
product and noting it is “odorless, hard, can be held 
in the hand with no discomfort. Will not attract flies.” • 

The pamphlet also urges the interested customer to 
give the cowchip a name — or select one of 11 phrases to 
accompany it, among them, “Stick it in your ear” and 
“You’ve been dumped on.” 

Ewald said the cowchips can be used as paper weights, 
conversation pieces or gag gifts. Satisfaction is guaranteed, 
he said. 

“If nothing else,” said Ewald, “the things are guaranteed 
to get a few laughs.” 

Ewell said he got the idea for his mail-order business, 
tagged “The Success Equation Inc.,” when a friend of 
his wife’s sent her a cowchip one morning. 

“I got to wondering if anyone would buy these things 
as a revenge item,” he said. “I asked a friend of mine the 
next morning about what he thought of selling them and 
he flipped out, thinking it would be an unbelievable 
idea. 

“So, me and my friend. Bob Bliss, began working 
with cowchips, asking farmer friends of ours if it would 
be all right to borrow a few cowchips now and then to 
sell. They looked at us as if we were crazy ...” 

But Ewell has found a strong — and growing — market for 
cowchips preserved with a coating of plastic-based shel¬ 
lac. 

“When I first started this thing, I experimented with 
types of shellac that would bring out the best color in 
them,” he said. “I also would experiment with them in 
terms of how they would react to heat and cold so I 
could figure how to preserve them and haw to dry them 
out. 

“My wife kind of got upset with me the first time I stuck 
a cowchip in the microwave, though. After that, she didn’t 
mind finding a few in the freezer,” he said.

Let U.S. courts reach into Canada, official says 


CALGARY (CP) — A United States government spokes¬ 
man told Canadian lawyers this week there is nothing wrong 
with having U.S. courts decide lawsuits against Canadian 
cojnpanies for acts committed in Canada. 

In some circumstances, “extraterritoriality today 
is j . . necessary and appropriate/’ said Doug Rosenth¬ 
al,* chief of the foreign commerce section of the U.S. 
justice department’s antitrust division. 

Speaking to a discussion group at the convention of 
th£ Canadian Bar Association, Rosenthal said there is 
n& U.S. policy that would block Canadian authorities 
from trying to prosecute U.S. firms for violating Ca¬ 
nadian laws. 


A Canadian federal official partly supported Rosenthal’s 
arguments. 

Maurice Copithome, head of the legal bureau of the 
external affairs department, said that with the vast 
financial and economic ties between Canada and the 
United States, “we in Canada have come to accept a 
certain amount of extraterritorial application of U.S. 
law.” 

BUT THAT, he added, does not mean Canadian officials 
like having Canadian firms sued for actions that are 
legal in Canada but are thought to violate U.S. antitrust law 
and to injure U.S. interests.

Copithorne said the potential for conflict is offset by 
the fact that U.S. and Canadian laws and policies are 
similar in the vast majority of cases. 

But the panel chairman, Mr. Justice Gordon Blair of 
the Ontario Court of Appeal, criticized U.S. lawsuits 
against Canadian companies that had Canadian govern¬ 
ment approval to join an international uranium cartel. 

Westinghouse Electric Corp. is suing cartel members in 
U.S. courts, alleging that the cartel drove up uranium prices 
in violation of U.S. antitrust law. 

Blair, however, said Westinghouse got into trouble after it 
contracted to sell uranium at low prices and neglected to get 
firm contracts to acquire that uranium at comparable 
prices. 

“They might rather have had shareholders’ actions 
rather than dragging Canadian uranium companies through 
the courts,” Blair said. 

However, that might be “a terribly injudicious thing to 
say” and perhaps inaccurate, he added. 

HIS CRITICISM of the uranium case was reinforced by 
lawyer Paul Lamek of Toronto, whose firm has helped 
defend Canadian companies involved in those proceed¬ 
ings. • 

Lamek said Westinghouse is seeking $9 billion under 
U.S. laws allowing for triple damages. 

Canadian companies named in U.S. lawsuits, he said, had 
an unfair choice: If they do not defend in U.S. courts, they 
risk a default judgment against them and loss of U.S. and 
other assets; if they defend, they risk weakening their 
arguments against jurisdiction of U.S. courts. 

Another problem facing firms involved in a Chicago 
court where the Westinghouse case is being heard is 
that Westinghouse is asking penalties for the firms’ re¬ 
fusal to produce certain documents, he said, even though 
Canadian law forbids sending such documents out of Can¬ 
ada. 

Rosenthal said the problem is not as serious as is 
sometimes believed. Of 200 foreign commerce anti-trust 
cases this century, there were 24 in which foreign na¬ 
tionals were held liable for acts committed outside the 
U.S. 

U.S. ANTITRUST law is not used as an instrument of 
U.S. economic policy for political purposes, he said. 
Part of the problem in its application is the indepen¬ 
dence of the courts from political control. That inde¬ 
pendence also applies to lawsuits against companies owned 
by foreign governments, he said. 

He said the courts at one time deferred to the state 
department, accepting the department’s opinion that sover¬ 
eign immunity would apply in specified cases. 

But the 1976 Foreign Sovereign Immunities Act changed 
that, leaving it up to trial judges to adjudicate im¬ 
munity and to balance U.S. interests against foreign 
policy interests. 

It is an improvement, he said, that the courts take 
other countries’ interest into account more explicitly. 

“THE APPLICATION of U.S. law extraterritorially is to 
the general advantage both of the U.S. and in other coun¬ 
tries, because its fundamental justification ... is to 
bring multinational corporations and government-controlled 
corporations under the same rules that domestic and private 
corporations are otherwise operating under.” 

Copithome and Lamek agreed that talks between govern¬ 


ments would be a better method for resolving disputes than 
leaving it up to a U.S. trial judge to weigh conflicting national 
interests.

Auto growth rate 
exploding in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - 
The American automobile 
population is building up so 
much faster than the human 
population that it seems un¬ 
likely over all gasoline con¬ 
sumption will decrease any¬ 
time soon, a researcher 
said. 

Writing in the AFL-CIO 
Federationist magazine, 
Anthony Downs said, “The 
United States is experienc¬ 
ing an amazing, yet almost 
unnoticed, ‘population ex¬ 
plosion’—not of people but of 
automotive Vehicles.” 

The implications are se¬ 
vere for urban growth, air 
quality, mobility and con¬ 
gestion as well as the con¬ 
sumption of fuel, he said. 

Downs, a senior fellow at 
the Brookings Institution, 
wrote the article originally 
for the Traffic Quarterly and 
it was reprinted in the Au¬ 
gust issue of the Federation¬ 
ist. 

He said that as of the end 
of 1977, there were approxi¬ 
mately 129 million vehicles 
in the United States for its 
217 million people. Downs 
said the vehicle population is 
growing 2.5 times as fast as 
the nation’s people popula¬ 
tion. 

U.S. vehicles consume 39 
per cent of the nation’s oil 
and 18 per cent of the na¬ 
tion’s overall energy output, 
Downs said. 

“Such consumption rose 
even faster from 1950 to 1975 
than the number of vehicles, 
mainly because the fraction 
of all vehicles comprised of 
trucks increased and gas

(a) Yard requirements: 

(i) All buildings shall be located on the site to permit 
a minimum front yard of 7.5 m, minimum side 
yard of 3m and a minimum rear yard of 10 m; 

(ii) Notwithstanding anything contained in this sub¬ 
section, accessory buildings may be erected in a 
residential zone subject to the provisions in 
Section 5.8 of this by-law; 

(iii) All yards shall be landscaped and maintained in 
a neat and tidy manner. 

(b) Height: No building shall exceed 9 m in height, 

(c) Site coverage: The maximum site coverage shall be 
25 per cent of the parcel of land on which buildings 
and structures are located. 

Minimum Site Areas 

(i) The minimum site area for a one-family dwelling 
or a two-family dwelling shall be 0.2 ha 

(ii) On parcels in Village Residential 2 Zones that are 
shown on a plan duly filed in the Land Registry 
Office prior to the passing of this By-law which 
has less than the minimum area required in 
subjection (i). one or two units of living accommo¬ 
dation are permitted on each such parcel if the 
method by which sewage is to be disposed of is 
satisfactory to the Medical Health Officer 

B. By adding under PART III — ZONING DISTRICTS. 
Section 3.1, the following: under Short Form" the 
letters and figure VR2" and under Zone Designa¬ 
tion" the words "Village Residential" after the word 
"Residential". 

C. By deleting from the Rural Zone and adding to the 
"Village Residentail 2 Zone — VR2, Lots 1 and 2. 
Section 6. Plan 10900, Sooke Land District, as 
shown on Plan No. 29 attached and forming part of 
this by-law.

Consuming alcohol and 
aging have a lot in common, 
a Victoria provincial court 
judge suggested to an 18- 
year-old Wednesday. 

Timothy Barron, 135 
Gorge Road East, vented his 
feelings about the legal 
drinking age in B.C. after he 
pleaded guilty to being a 
minor in possession of li¬ 
quor. 

Barron was stopped in a 
vehicle on Princess shortly 
before midnight June 8 and 
admitted ownership of some 
wine and rum. 

When Judge William 
Ostler asked the youth if he 
had anything to say, Barron 
began by noting that persons 
16 years of age were given 
what to him was the biggest 
responsibility of all, the 
right to drive 3 vehicle.

He said the 
same legislators decided 
that those 19 years of age or 
more would be able to handle 
drinking. 

With a slight trace of a 
smile, the judge added: “I 
don’t know why you’re so 
all-fired in a hurry to start 
drinking liquor at your age. 
When you get old, like some 
of us, you may need a drink 
now and then to keep 
going.” 

He fined the youth $25, 
which is $10 less than nor¬ 
mal. 


Skatebowl on skids ,

The decision last July to allow the 
young entrepreneurs to lease space was “a 
classic case of council allowing its heart to 
rule instead of its head. We all wanted 
them to succeed, we allowed it to cloud our 
better judgment,” he said. 

Under the five-year lease agreement, 
the company was to pay the municipality 
$6,000 a year plus five per cent of gross 
revenue.

The proposed restoration of the 116- 
year-old Congregation Emmanuel Syna¬ 
gogue received major support with the 
announcement Wednesday that it qualified 
for a $50,000 grant from the B.C. Heritage 
Trust. 

The grant, announced by Provincial 
Secretary Hugh Curtis, is dependent on the 
congregation raising an equal amount to¬ 
wards the restoration of the exterior of 
the lime-colored stucco building at Pan¬ 
dora and Blanshard. 

Curtis called the synagogue “one of the 
most historically significant buildings in 
Victoria and the oldest standing synagogue 
in Canada.” 

Built in 1863 with the congregation in¬ 
corporated the following year by the colo¬ 
nial legislature, it is the province’s oldest 
house of worship without a major structur¬ 
al alteration. It was the first synagogue to 
be built in what was to become western 
Canada and only the third in the entire 
country. It is the only one of the three 
remaining. 

Restoration of the building will be more 
than just uncovering the original brick 
exterior, windows and doors, according to 
committee chairman Dr. Martin Levin. 

An additional $150,000 will be spent on 
restoring the interior, including the remov¬ 
al of a false ceiling to reopen the original 
300-seat balcony. There is now seating 
for only about 200 on the main floor, said 
Levin. 


Both the stuccoing of the brick exterior 
and the interior alterations (possibly for 
the sake of economy) were made some¬ 
time in the 1940s, according to Levin. 

Levin said it would not be possible to 
raise the money for the restoration entire¬ 
ly from the congregation’s 200 members. 

Next, month a full-scale national and 
local campaign will begin to find money 
elsewhere. 

Because of the building’s significance 
to Canadian Jewry, Levin expects finan¬ 
cial support from other Jewish groups 
across the country. The Canadian Jewish 
Congress has already backed the cam¬ 
paign. 

Newspaper reports from the time of the 
synagogue’s construction indicate that 
both Jews and Gentiles were involved as 
donors to the building fund and later as 
participants in the opening celebrations. 

“We’re hoping that Victorians will be 
just as involved in the restoration as 
they were in the original building,” said 
Levin. 

Members of the synagogue’s early con¬ 
gregation included Victoria’s first MP, 
Henry Nathah, the first Jew to sit in the 
House of Commons, and the city’s second 
mayor, Selim Franklin. 

“It really has a history to it,” said Levin 
of the synagogue. 

“We want to reclaim that history by 
restoring it and making it a landmark in 
Victoria and across the country.”

Everything from garbage pickup to 
the Mann Cup lacrosse playoffs at 
Memorial Arena could be affected by 
the actions of 15 electrical workers 
who found themselves in a legal posi¬ 
tion by Wednesday to strike the city 
of Victoria. 

Spokesmen for the Canadian Union 
of Public Employees, representing the 
main body of municipal workers, said 
the smaller group from the Interna¬ 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical Work¬ 
ers appeared set on a definite strike 
course and that only the timing re¬ 
mained in doubt. 

“IT COULD BE TODAY. It could 
be Friday, or next Tuesday,” no one is 
saying at the moment,” said Jim 
Walker, president of the CUPE local 
covering Victoria outside workers. 

Representatives of the IBEW were 
unavailable for comment Wednesday 
night. 

Walker said that after mediator 
Clark Gilmour withdrew from the dis¬ 
pute and reported to Labor Minister 
Allan Williams, the IBEW called a 


meeting with leaders of the city’s two 
CUPE locals. 

“We told them our position was that 
this was a very serious matter that 
would affect Victoria and all of its 
services, but that both locals agreed 
they would respect all IBEW picket¬ 
lines and that they expected the mem¬ 
bership to do the same,” said Walk¬ 
er. 

The other local involved covers in¬ 
side city employees. 

IRONICALLY, the first genuine 
strike threat facing the city this year 
comes from the smallest group of all 
after hard-won settlements had been 
reached with all other employee 
groups. 

This included CUPE members at 
the public library, police, firefighters, 
carpenters and operating engineers. 

The major remaining issue was 
reported to be the adjustment of a 
contract expiry date to comply'with 
that of electrical workers at B.C. 
Hydro. 

Walker said the electrical workers 
would be free to picket city hall, gar¬ 


bage loading facilities, work yards, 
the construction project at the Johnson 
Street bridge, the arena. Athletic Park 
and any other municipal facilities. 

The Victoria Shamrocks are to 
begin the battle for the Mann Cup 
(Canadian Senior A lacrosse title) 
next week. 

Similar action during a municipal 
strike-lockout in 1975 had no effect on 
major junior hockey playoffs involv¬ 
ing Victoria Cougars. 

Picketing of city offices would also 
mean no building or plumbing inspec¬ 
tions would be carried out. Walker 
said. 

ANY PICKETING of the Johnson 
Street bridge would be expected to halt 
freight trains carrying propane gas 
to B.C. Hydro and essential material 
for the manufacture of beer at the 
Labatt Brewery, according to union¬ 
ists. 

Under the expanded essential ser¬ 
vices legislation, cabinet would be ex¬ 
pected to be in a position to halt such 
a strike if it decided the move was 
warranted.

THE JUDGE also banned the seven from playing any 
leigucugames at any level until Dec. 1 this year. 

The sentence means that, if they obey the terms of 
thfcir probation and commit no other offences before 
Ddc. 1, they will not have criminal records.

The judge called hockey management generally the 
“underlying authors of the brawl” which lasted 15 minutes 
with only four seconds left in the last regular-season meeting 
between the teams. 

SHAW SAID he felt a prison sentence would be too harsh, 
but a fine would be likened to “a fee for this sort of repre¬ 
hensible conduct.” 

“It must be brought home to all young men who play 
the aggressive brand of Canadian hockey that their ag¬ 
gression cannot go beyond the bounds of the rules of the 
sport and enter the area of the criminal law,” said the 
judge. 

“Each of these young men must shoulder the responsi¬ 
bility of their shameful actions. Yet the underlying au¬ 
thors of this brawl are not before the court. 

“The entire system of hockey as it exists in North 
America today, from midget to NHL, the team owners, 
management and in particular the coaches, must bear a 
large share of the responsibility. 

“These young men are manipulated — apparently 
happily — by the owners and coaches to do exactly what they 
are told. 


“You're playing a dangerous game in advocating in¬ 
timidation and violence above the basic sporting skills.” 

Shaw had reserved decision until Wednesday after the 
seven pleaded guilty Friday to common assault char¬ 
ges. 

FISTRIC, HOBBINS, Howes and Roflick pleaded guilty 
to assaulting defenceman Blake Wesley of the Winter 
Hawks. 

Kelly and Fistric admitted assaulting Portland coach 
Ken Hodge, who was punched in the face and slashed across 
the wrist with a stick during the incident. A charge of 
carrying a dangerous weapon — a hockey stick — was 
dropped Friday against Kelly after the guilty pleas on the 
assault charges. 

Howes, Kirkham and Amann pleaded guilty of as¬ 
saulting Portland winger Jim Dobson, a former team¬ 
mate. 

Shaw noted in his reasons for sentencing that four of 
the defendants had ganged up on Wesley and three 
others had ganged up on Dobson. 

“It is fortunate that they (the two Portland players) 
did not suffer any permanent injury in the brawl, for 
their careers could have been ruined.” 

COURT WAS TOLD that Wesley was punched in the 


throat by Fistric before other Bruins joined in and the ; 
Portland captain suffered severe bruises and blurred vision 
from the beating. 

Shaw heard that Dobson was hit in the side of the head 
by Howes as he lined up for a faceoff and received numer¬ 
ous bruises and contusions to the face and head after being 
smashed against the plexi-glass several times. 

Hodge had his glasses broken in the exchange near the 
Portland bench and his wrist watch was smashed by a 
stick. 

Ernie McLean, co-owner of the Bruin franchise and > 
coach of the team, said later outside the courtroom that 
Shaw was “trying to be the judge who is going to clean ' 
up hockey.” 

“One of the things I was disturbed about was that * 
Portland, throughout this whole thing, was not blamed. 
We always seem to get the brunt of what takes place.” 

McLean and the seven players were suspended for • 
various lengths of time by the league following the 
brawl and the New Westminster team was fined $1,500 by > 
the WHL following a hearing. 

CROWN COUNSEL Bill Stewart told Shaw that no sport 
can be so well policed that athletes can be made immune to 
prosecution if they break laws. He said in summation that the 
sentence should be made in the spirit of protecting the public 
interest and the deterrent factor. 

McLean, who didn’t testify, issued a public apology 
following the incident and shouldered the blame for not 
running onto the ice to stop the incident.

Prudhomme 
sets record 

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 
Don Prudhomme gunned his 
replica Plymouth Arrow 
funny car to the quickest 
elapsed time in drag-racing 
history Wednesday and pre¬ 
dicted an even better perfor¬ 
mance before the end of 
qualifying for the $445,000 
U.S. Nationals. 

The 35-year-old Califor¬ 
nian covered the Indianapo¬ 
lis Raceway Park quarter- 
mile strip in 5.95 seconds, 
breaking his own world rec¬ 
ord of 5.97 set here three 
years ago.

winners both ways and the

$1,600. 

Of course, there’s the 
other side. Any numbers 
player backing 2-6 all the 
way would have cashed only 
three tickets totalling $93.60 
and the loss would have been 
close to $1,000. 

There were 42 other losing 
combinations but what num¬ 
bers players should learn is 
that if they continue to play 
Nos. 7 and 6 long enough at 
harness-racing tracks they 
will soon begin to think 


they’re not lucky. The pay¬ 
offs have sometimes been 
big but the No. 7 horse at 
Sandown has won only 6.3 
per cent of the time and No. 7 
is in only one of the 13 win¬ 
ning Exactor combinations.

MONTREAL (CP) — 
Chief War Eagle, whose

Compensation pact awaited 


CALGARY (CP) — Laurie 
Boschman sits at home in 
Brandon, skating in the 
mornings and waiting in the 
evenings. 

He is waiting for the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League and 
the Canadian Amateur 
Hockey Association to work 
out a compensation formula 
for under-aged juniors 
picked in the NHL entry 
draft. 

Until an agreement be¬ 
tween the two bodies is 
reached, NHL teams are re¬ 
luctant to offer their under¬ 
aged draft choices pro con¬ 
tracts. 

“We’ve not officially 
worked out an agreement 
with the NHL,” Dave De¬ 
scent, new president of the 
Western Hockey League, 


said Monday. 

‘‘At a meeting in Toronto 
last week, we made a propos¬ 
al, they made a counter-pro¬ 
posal, and that’s where the 
matter stands.” 

Under normal circum¬ 
stances, NHL teams pay ju¬ 
nior operators an agreed- 
upon fee when they draft a 
player based on several fac¬ 
tors, including whether he 
signs and the number of 
games he plays in the first 
three years. 

* Junior teams want more 
money from the NHL for 
under-aged players^ feeling 
they lose their best box-of¬ 
fice attractions a year early. 
The NHL is balking at the 
junior demands. 

Boschman’s case is typi¬ 
cal. The 19-year-old high- 


scoring forward with the 
WHL’s Brandon Wheat 
Kings, drafted in the first 
round by Toronto Maple 
Lea/s, left the Olympic 
training camp in Calgary 
last week to consider his fu¬ 
ture. 

He will not accompany the 
Olympic team to Czechoslo¬ 
vakia to compete in the Rude 
Pravo tournament this* 
week. However talks with 
the Maple Leafs have also 
been stalled for the time 
being because of the CAHA- 
NHL dispute 

‘‘As we understand it, the 
under-age development fee 
is still up in the air,” said Bill 
Watters, player-agent for 
Boschman. 

‘‘It is so substantial that 
some teams may not want to

VANCOUVER (CP) — 

There were times last season 
when coach Harry Neale of 
Vancouver Canucks just 
couldn't resist casting an 
anxious glance at the Pacific 
Coliseum press box during 
National Hockey League 
games. 

Neale’s concern was for 
the three young men who 
looked rather uncomfortable 
propped up in the back row 
of the press box, a position 
they occupied for much of 
the 1978-79 season. 

Glen Hanlon, Bill Derlago 
and Kevin McCarthy are 
considered to hold the key to 
the future of the NHL team 
as the Canucks make final 
preparations for the coming 
season’s training camp in 
three weeks time. 

The three youngsters will 
command much of Neale’s 
attention in camp as the 
coach attempts to determine 
whether they have recover¬ 
ed from serious injuries 
which rendered them vir¬ 
tually useless for most of 
last season. 

General manager Jake 
Milford considers the trio to 
be the key to any success 
Vancouver enjoy’s when the 
Canucks enter their 10th 
NHL season in October. 

“These three guys have 
great winning attitudes,” 
says Milford. “They want to 
win and, because of their 
character, they will add a lot 
of personality to our team. 

Angels get 
mound help 

ANAHEIM (AP) — Cali¬ 
fornia Angels, in a battle for 
the American League West 
title, announced Wednesday 
the purchase of right-handed 
pitcher John Montague from 
Seattle Mariners. 

The purchase price was 
not announced. 

In 41 appearances with the 
Mariners, Montague was 6-4 
with a 5.55 earned-run aver¬ 
age. 

The Virginia native, 31, 
will join the Angels today in 
Cleveland. To make room on 
the roster, the Angels op¬ 
tioned left-handed pitcher 
Ralph Botting to Salt Lake 
City of the Pacific Coast 
League. 

An injured hip plagued 
Montague during 1978 when 
he was limited to 19 games 
and was just 1-3 with a 6.14 
earned-run average.

“The younger guys are 
taking over this team and 
Hanlon, Derlago and 
McCarthy are expected to 
join in with our other young 
players and make this an 
exciting franchise in future 
years.” 

Hanlon is a goaltender who 
played spectacularly last 
season until he suffered 
stretched knee ligaments; 
Derlago is a centre who 
briefly showed a flair for 
scoring goals until undergo¬ 
ing surgery for a tom knee 
cartilage; and McCarthy is a 
defenceman obtained in a 
trade with Philadelphia 
Flyers to bolster the power 
play, but who appeared in 
only one game before being 
sidelined with a hip injury 
which required surgery. 

Milford and Neale are 
counting on all three to join 
youngsters like Jere Gillis, 
Stan Smyl, Thomas Gradin 
and Curt Fraser to provide a 
solid playoff contender in 
1979-80 in the Smythe Divi¬ 
sion. 

Hanlon is perhaps the most 
valuable of all. He appeared 
in 31 games last season as a 
rookie and had a respectable 
3.10 goals-against average, 
including three shutouts, be¬ 
fore suffering his knee in¬ 
jury. Club officials call him 
the franchise, with reason¬ 
able justification, because 
behind him are only journey¬ 
men netminders like Gary 
Bromley and Curt Ridley. 

“Hanlon has a great atti¬ 
tude and our only worry is 
that we want to keep him 
healthy,” Milford says. “He 
enjoys his lifestyle and even 
thought about taking a cut in 
pay when we worked out his 
new contract.

“He was concerned that he 
might be making too much 
money, if you can believe 
that in this day and age. He’s 
just a great kid with an un¬ 
limited NHL future.” 

Hanlon, 22, does have one 
problem, however; he keeps 
getting injured. His latest 
problem stems from an in¬ 
jury suffered at his Brandon 
home while attempting to 
prune a tree. 

He apparently fell off a 
ladder and suffered a mild 
concussion, along with a dis¬ 
located elbow. The injury 
will force him to miss the 
first two weeks of training 
camp, although club offi¬ 
cials seem confident he can 
be ready for the regular-sea¬ 
son opener. 

Hanlon also came close to 
losing an eye in a fishing 
accident a month earlier. It 
seems he was fly casting at a 
remote British Columbia 
stream and somehow had the 
hook catch him under his 
eye. There was a doctor in 
the party, however, and no 
serious damage was done. 

Derlago, 21, came to the 
Canucks last season after a 
sensational major junior ca¬ 
reer with Brandon Wheat 
Kings, the same junior team 
which produced Hanlon. 
After a brief trip to the 
minors last fall, Derlago was 
recalled and quickly estate 
lished himself as a scoring 
threat with a pair of two-goal 
games. 

He played only nine NHL 
games, however, and was 
through for the season in 
November after being 
decked by a hip check 
thrown by defender Denis 
Potvin of New York Is¬ 
landers. Surgery was re¬ 
quired on Derlago’s knee, 
which had been injured the 
previous year in an interna¬ 


tional game in Regina 
against Moscow Selects. 

“Derlago Is in great shape 
and his knee appears fine,” 
says Milford. “He’s been 
running all summer and he’s 
within a couple of pounds of 
the 193 weight Harry (Neale) 
wants him to report with at 
training camp.” 

McCarthy, 22, came to the 
Canucks along with winger 
Drew Callander in a Decem¬ 
ber, 1978, trade with the 
Flyers which sent winger 
Dennis Ververgaert to 
Philadelphia. Milford calls it 
a “lame-duck deal” because 
McCarthy was injured at the 
time of the trade. 

The Canucks thought so 
much of McCarthy, how¬ 
ever, that they elected to 
keep him rather than at¬ 
tempt to renegotiate the 
deal. Club doctors operated 
and found a foreign sub¬ 
stance in McCarthy’s hip and 
Milford says the defence- 
man now is 100 per cent re¬ 
covered. 

McCarthy was a first- 
round draft choice in 1977 
after a brilliant junior ca¬ 
reer in Winnipeg. He set 
many offensive records for 
defencemen and was named 
the Western Canada Hockey 
League’s player of the year 
in 1976-77. 


“We were the youngest 
team in the NHL last season 
and we’ll be the youngest 
again this year,” Milford 
says. “We developed better 
spirit on the club last season 
and now we seem to have the 
will to win. 

“That spirit somehow 
wasn’t here in previous 
years and you’ve got to give 
the young kids credit for 
changing things around 
here.” 

Milford believes that Gra¬ 
din, a rookie from Sweden 
last year, will develop into 
an outstanding NHL centre, 
an attitude shared by many 
around the NHL after the 
170-pound Gradin showed the 
Flyers in the Stanley Cup 
playoffs that he wouldn’t 
back down in the heavy 
going. 

The general manager also 
thinks top draft choice Rick 
Vaive, from Birmingham 
Bulls of the defunct World 
Hockey Association, will be 
another solid addition, along 
with under-age draft Brent 
Ashton, a forward from Sas¬ 
katoon Blades of the West¬ 
ern Hockey League. 

Comebacks by such 
youngsters as Hanlon, Der¬ 
lago and McCarthy just 
might fulfill Milford’s wil¬ 
dest dreams.

Illegal 
foray 
‘to stop 
the war’ 

MADRID (CP) — “If they 
only got it through their 
damned thick skulls that we 
were trying to stop the Sec¬ 
ond World War,” says Gerry 
Delaney, 70, of Vancouver as 
he surveys the Madrid 
streets. 

Delaney was referring to 
the Canadian government of 
1936 and the law making par¬ 
ticipation in the Spanish 
Civil War a criminal offence 
punishable by up to two 
years in jail and a $2,000 
fine. 

“It is a damned disap¬ 
pointment that the law still 
exists,” said Delaney this 
week as he rolled a ciga¬ 
rette. 

Delaney is one of about 
1,200 Canadians who defied 
the law and sailed to Spain in 
the late 1930s to join the 
Mackenzie-Papineau battal¬ 
ion to fight the fascist forces 
of Gen. Francisco Franco. 
Adolf Hitler and Benito Mus¬ 
solini were Franco’s main 
supporters. Only about 600 
Canadians survived. 

Now Delaney, who spent 
almost two years as a prison¬ 
er of war, is back with 46 
other veterans of the Mac- 
Pap battalion in the group’s 
first visit in Spain since the 
end of the war in 1939. 

Each veteran seems to 
have his own reasons for 
taking the two-week, $1,100 
trip. 

“I came back because I 
wanted to see the country-

side again,” Delaney ex¬ 
plained. “I’ve done a lot of 
marching through this coun¬ 
tryside.” 

But one of the main collec¬ 
tive purposes of the trip is to 
launch an intensive cam¬ 
paign to have the 1936 law 
removed from the Canadian 
statute books so that the vet¬ 
erans can gain the official 
recognition they deserve, 
said Ross Russell, 68, of To¬ 
ronto. 

No one was ever formally 
charged under the law, said 
another veteran, Bill Beech¬ 
ing of Regina. 

“But we’re still illegal as 
far as that law is con¬ 
cerned.” Beeching said. 

Delaney said he lived in 
flophouses and had to make 
his living selling raffle 
tickets for disabled vets of 
the Spanish Civil War when 
he first returned to Canada. 

George Fiwchuk of Toron¬ 
to said it took him about a 
year after the war to find a 
job because the 1936 law 
turned a lot of the Canadian 
public against the Mac-Pap 
vets.

Artistic freedom, 
not gold, triggered 
my leap—Godunov 


NEW YORK (AP) - Bol¬ 
shoi Ballet star Alexander 
Godunov said Wednesday 
that he could not risk losing 
the chance for greater artis¬ 
tic freedom in the United 
States even though he knew 
his defection might end his 
marriage. 

“I had no time to think 
about guarantees,” the 29- 
year-old performer told a 
news conference Wednes¬ 
day. ‘‘1 found mysejf in a 
situation that 1 couldn't do 
otherwise. 

‘‘I was absent from the 
hotel for such a long time 
that I passed the curfew hour 
established,” he said. ‘‘And 
if I returned to the hotel it 
could be most likely I could 
lose the opportunity to do 
what I wanted to do — that is 
defect.” 

HE CALLED “a lie” a So¬ 
viet report that he disap¬ 
peared after being offered 
“mountains of gold and a sea 
of whisky” by U.S. provoca¬ 
teurs. 

‘‘In the life of every artist, 
a moment comes when he 
has to decide that he either 
stops to achieve, or to pro¬ 
ceed on in quest of artistic 
development,” he said. 

Godunov, dressed in bell- 
bottom blue jeans, black 
boots and a blue-and-white- 
striped shirt opened three 
buttons at the top, talked to 
reporters for the first time 


since defecting. He was 
flanked by his lawyer and a 
translator. 

GODUNOV SAID he had 
‘‘of course” hoped his wife, 
ballerina Ludmilla Vlasova, 
could join hint in the U.S., 
but he said he never had the 
chance to persuade her to 
stay. 

He'said that after he de¬ 
fected he was afraid to call 
her at the hotel where the 
company was staying be¬ 
cause he feared he might 
compromise her. 

He also said he never anti¬ 
cipated Soviet officials rush- 
ing her on to a Moscow- 
bound plane two days later, 
cutting short his chances of 
meeting with her. “I think 
that if we had the chance to 
meet at that time we 
wouldn’t have separated.” 

ASKED IF he thought his 
wife had wanted to defect, he 
said: “I don’t want to answer 
this question Since she is in 
Moscow.” 

The Soviet decision to put 
the woman on the plane, 
which also caught U.S. state 
department officials by sur¬ 
prise, led to a 73-hour show¬ 
down between the two coun¬ 
tries. The U.S. ordered the 
plane gounded at New 
York’s Kennedy Airport on 
Friday night until the de¬ 
partment was satisfied that 


she was leaving of her own 
free will. 

The standoff ended Mon¬ 
day when the ballerina told 
U.S. officials, on a mobile 
lounge they considered a 
“non-coercive environ¬ 
ment,” that she wanted to go 
home. 

SHE RETURNED there 
Monday and was described 
by Soviet officials as a 
‘‘heroine.” Godunov said he 
did not know why she had 
decided as she did. “I would 
like myself to ask her this, 
question,” he said. 

He said he was “full of 
hopes and full of energy” 
about his new life in the 
West, though his dance plans 
remain unclear. There has 
been speculation that he will 
join the American Ballet 
Theatre, which recently 
named another Soviet dance 
defector, Mikhail Baryshni¬ 
kov, as its director. 

Godunov, who is known for 
a powerful dancing style that 
has made him a favorite of 
Soviet audiences, said he 
was not given the kind of 
freedom in the Bolshoi that 
he needed to grow.

The officials said depart¬ 
ment spokesman Hodding 
Carter summoned the Soviet 
embassy’s acting press 
spokesman, Boris Davydov, 
to deliver the 20-minute pro¬ 
test. 

The department objected 
to Soviet charges that U.S. 
officials used strong-arm 
taotics during the three-day 
diplomatic confrontation at 
Kennedy Airport near New 
York.

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Newspaper may restore democracy in Nicaragua

MANAGUA, Nicaragua — 
Nicaragua's leading news¬ 
paper, La Prensa y while still 
strongly supporting the five- 
week-old Sandinista govern¬ 
ment it helped to put in 
power, has now begun to as¬ 
sume what its editor calls its 
rightful function of “con¬ 
structive criticism.” 

The paper’s reappearance 
in a mildly critical role and 
the reopening last week of 
private radio stations have 
provided comforting signs 
for Nicaraguans and 
foreigners watching for 
progress toward a more 
democratic govenment than 
that of ousted president An- 
astasio Somoza. 

The praise for the new gov¬ 


ernment is still there — 
pages of pictures and stories 
regularly glorify wartime 
Sandinista achievements — 
but now there is equal em¬ 
phasis on reporting the gov¬ 
ernment’s problems, abuses 
of power and a wide range of 
international news drawn 
from Western wire ser¬ 
vices. 

In an editorial at the week¬ 
end, La Prensa said pointed¬ 
ly that “when there is time to 
correct errors, there should 
be no time to invent ex¬ 
cuses.” 

The paper, whose offices 
were destroyed by Somoza’s 
National Guard during the 
civil war, criticized the 
delays faced by thousands of 
people who must wait in line 
to get visas. 


“If there aren’t enough 
personnel to attend to them, 
there are plenty of people 
looking for work in this coun¬ 
try,” it said. 

The paper also criticized 
the Sandinista military for 
tying up traffic throughout 
the city and accused some 
government officials of de¬ 
laying programs by consid¬ 
ering themselves “indis¬ 
pensable” and not 
delegating enough author¬ 
ity. 

Following the announce¬ 
ment of a new press law 
guaranteeing free express¬ 
ion, radio stations that had 
been hooked up to the nation¬ 
al Sandinista news network 
went on their own. Some now 
pick up government pro¬ 
grams. Others do not. Most 


have returned to their pre¬ 
revolutionary diet of pop 
hits and Latin love songs. 

The new press law con¬ 
tains none of the restrictions 
and provisions for govern¬ 
ment-imposed censorship 
and shutdown in what jour- 
nalists here called the 
“black code” of the Somoza 
government. 

It does, however, order 
that publications display “a 
legitimate concern for the 
defence of the conquests of 
the revolution, the recon¬ 
struction process and the 
problems of the Nicaraguan 
people” and serve as “vehi¬ 
cles for the development and 
cultural and educative pro¬ 
cess” of the country “when 
necessary.” 

It mandates that “critical 


commentaries on (govern¬ 
ment) functions, as well as 
all news, should be based on 
constructive ends and prov¬ 
able facts with which those 
responsible have been objec¬ 
tively confronted.” 

The Sandinista National 
Liberation Front is still re¬ 
presented by its own news¬ 
paper, Barricada. Once dis¬ 
tributed free, it now costs 10 
cents a copy. 

Bannered daily with the 
red and black Sandinista 
colors and printed on the 
expropriated presses of No- 
vedades , the paper owned by 
former president Somoza, 
Barricada is an unblushing 
propaganda organ of moder¬ 
ate Socialist politics and 
Third World news. 

But even at 20 cents a copy. 


La Prensa has more than 
twice the circulation of Bar¬ 
ricada. 

La Prensa reappeared 
Aug. 16 for the first time 
since its printing plant was 
pounded by National Guard 
tank and artillery fire before 
being set ablaze with gaso¬ 
line. 

With its offices and 
presses now a rusting pile of 
charred rubble on a concrete 
foundation, La Prensa is put 
together and printed in a 
complex system of round- 
the-clock activity. 

The 12-page paper has 
changed from an afternoon 
to a morning daily, since the 
only press available to print 
it is located in Leon, 54 miles 
north of Managua. Working 
with two telephone lines in a 


tin-walled warehouse behind 
their former building, La 
Prensa ’s staff puts the offset 
pages together and speeds 
them north by road at 5 
p.m. 

Member newspapers of 
the Interamerican Press As¬ 
sociation have donated spare 
equipment, inlcuding type¬ 
writers and cameras, and 
larger firms, such as the gift 
of a photo-composit machine 
from El Diario de Hoy , one 
of El Salvador’s two conser¬ 
vative papers. 

The in-house union repre¬ 
senting La Prensa’s 180 em¬ 
ployees has agreed to work 
for 65 percent pay for the 
next several months, but 
director Xavier Chamorro 
said the paper’s biggest 
problem is still money. 


“We have nothing,” he 
said, “no working capital, no 
money to buy new equip¬ 
ment.” 

However, both private 
Nicaraguans and the govern¬ 
ment, conscious that free¬ 
dom of the press is one of the 
things on which the new sys¬ 
tem will be judged, pushed 
for the paper to resume pub¬ 
lication, even on a shoestring 
budget. 

Xavier Chamorro, who re¬ 
placed his brother Pedro 
Joaquin Chamorro as direc¬ 
tor of the paper following the 
latter’s murder in January 
last year, said La Prensa has 
no intention of opposing the 
Sandinistas or questioning 
the foundations of the revo¬ 
lution.

The seven thieves arrested in Paris spent more than two 
months digging under a fashionable Left Bank neighborhood 
\ with the help of sophisticated digging equipment and a team 
kof Italian masonry specialists from Milan.

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r-India infested at all levels by bribery epidemic n

NEW DELHI — Like most democracies, India 
has suffered its share of questionable dealings 
by high-level politicians. 

A cloud of suspicion hung over former Prime 
Minister Morarji Desai following allegations that his 
son, Kanti, was involved in numerous shady business 
dealings. 

The leader of the parliamentary opposition, Jag- 
jivan Ram, “fbrgot” to pay portions of his income 
tax for 10 years, and, of course, the misdeeds of 
Indira Gandhi are now the subject of special court 
proceedings. 

But unlike Western democracies, where corrup¬ 
tion tends to be concentrated toward the top of the 
hierarchy, in India it has infested not only politics 
but virtually every level of society, in near epidemic 
proportions. 

“Never since independence have principles been 
so compromised and the basic values of life treated 
with such contempt,” India’s president, Neelam 


Sanjiva Reddy, lamented recently in an address to 
the nation. 

Whether it is processing a license application 
through some government department, checking on 
a bank loan, getting treatment at a state-run hospi¬ 
tal, being admitted to college or simply buying a 
ticket on the state railway, money paid or favors 
promised are accepted as the grease that makes 
the wheels of India’s huge economic and social 
system work. 

“Nothing moves until the wheel-greasing is 
done,” said Dhirendra Sharma, a faculty member at 
JaWaharlal Nehru University here and editor of the 
magazine Philosophy and Social Action. “It has 
seeped into the socio-economic culture of the country 
to just about every level.” 

The most common form of corruption is the petty 
bribe, and nowhere is it more prevalent than in the 
government’s unwieldy, lethargic bureaucracy. 

Seats on Indian long-distance trains are usually 
. booked days in advance, but 10 to 15 rupees ($1.20-$2) 
to the sales agent will invariably produce a ticket. 


Clerks in government ministries, courts or hospi¬ 
tals often supplement their income with small bribes 
of $1 to $2 paid by those who want their cases handled 
first. 

“In Europe you tip for service, here we bribe for 
it,” said a civil servant. “It’s the same philosophy, 
really.” 

Persons familiar with the country’s major hospi¬ 
tals say that physicians often sell on the black 
market medicines provided by the government for 
free distribution to needy patients. 

Parents trying to place their children in choice 
schools, from the elementary to graduate levels, 
often make “donations” ranging from $600 for the 
lower grades to more than $15,000 for places in 
medical school. 

Some view the corruption as the product of a 
system where the supply of essential goods and 
services is woefully short of demand. 

“It’s a scarcity problem,” explained Prof. Kul- 
deep Mathur of India’s Institution of Public Admin¬ 
istration. “What we’re seeing is a competition among 


the country’s elite for its essential services. Bribes 
are basically speed money. They reflect the true 
market price of the product or service.” 

At the highest levels, it is widely accepted that 
politicians engage in corrupt activities, even to the 
extent of changing parties for money. But charges 
are rarely proved. 

“Accusations are made and sometimes commis¬ 
sions of inquiry are set up, but it doesn’t usually 
come to anything,” said Sachchi Sahay, New Delhi 
editor of the nationally circulated paper The States¬ 
man. “This has led to public cynicism about govern¬ 
ment sincerity in checking corruption.... 

Some trace the problem back to the immediate 
post-independence period, when the country’s first 
prime minister, Jawaharlal Nehru, accepted corrup¬ 
tion as the price of efficiency. 

“He knew that if everything went strictly ac¬ 
cording to the rules, then nothing would ever get 
done,” a senior civil servant said. “He decided it was 
better to'have efficiency and live with the corrup¬ 
tion.”

Angry members of the 
Nimpkish Indian Band 
stormed out of a public 
meeting in Alert Bay on 
Wednesday as Health Minis¬ 
ter Robert McClelland was 
announcing plans for a new 
15-bed hospital and detoxifi¬ 
cation centre in the alcohol- 
plagued village of 1,800. 

The minister’s proposals 
were based on recommenda¬ 
tions made by Eric Powell, a 
priest he appointed six 
weeks ago as an adviser on 
health care problems at 
Alert Bay. 

‘‘We are very irate, upset 
that the council representing 
1,000 Indians was not con¬ 
sulted,” said band manager 
Pearl Alfred. 

‘‘We’re uptight because at 
no time did anyone seek our 
input on this crucial issue. 

“The sad thing about this 
whole affair is that the min¬ 
ister and his advisers can see 
nothing wrong with the atti¬ 
tude they adopted.” 


It was a clear case of In¬ 
dians being told “you be 
quiet, we know what’s best 
for you,” she said. 

The detoxification centre 
will be established in St. 
George’s Hospital where 
only 20 of the 55 beds are 
being used. 

Hospital staff will be fully 
trained in detoxification pro¬ 
cedures and a supervisor ap¬ 
pointed. 

Powell’s other recommen¬ 
dations included: 

• Supervision of an effec¬ 
tive alcohol and drug reha¬ 
bilitation program by pro- 
fessionals and 
para-professionals working 
in the community. 

• Development of specia¬ 
lized alcohol prevention pro¬ 
grams relating to lifestyle. 

• Construction of a new 
nurses’ residence. 

• Improving the airstrip 
to accommodate air ambu¬ 
lances. 

• Changes in hospital 
bylaws to accommodate a 
nine-member board of gov¬ 
ernors with two status In- 


Health probe 
ruled out 

Health Minister Robert McClelland told Indians at Alert 
Bay Wednesday his ministry would not order a public inquiry 
into the delivery of health care in the village. 

He made the statement at a meeting with members of 
the Nimpkish Band after they walked out of a public 
meeting attended by two members of the five-mem¬ 
ber village council, the St. George’s Hospital board, 
church groups and representatives of the Mount Waddington 
Region District. 

Band manager Pearl Alfred said the group left the 
United Church hall when Aid. Robert Shirley refused 
to allow discussions on concerns raised by the band 
in letters to the minister. 

McClelland later agreed to meet with band members on 
the reserve. 

Mrs. Alfred said the minister was “very arrogant” 
and “refused point blank to discuss our many concerns.” 

She said McClelland refused the band’s demand for 
a public inquiry on grounds that the democratic process 
had been followed and he could see no reason for an¬ 
other inquiry. 

“It was a lousy meeting and did nothing to enhance 
the minister’s reputation as far as Indians are con¬ 
cerned. 

‘‘We’ve been going on this since January and we’re not 
about to give up,” she said. ‘‘We intend to ask the ques¬ 
tions publicly. If the minister won’t grant us a forum, 
we’ll find other ways.” ■ 

The band still wants a full-scale public inquiry into spe¬ 
cific complaints against Dr. Jack Pickup. 

“We’re very irate,” she said. “We’re pinning our hopes 
that federal Health Minister David Crombie will not let us 
down and will order an inquiry.” 

Crombie promised the band last month he would go 
to Alert Bay to hear Indians’ concerns about health care.

A brief submitted at an 
inquiry two months ago into 
health services in Alert Bay 
said the native Indian popu¬ 
lation was plagued by seri¬ 
ous alcohol problems, chil- 
dren’s diseases and 
unsanitary conditions. 

Federal health and wel¬ 
fare director Dr. Mary Hap- 
good told the inquiry, headed 
by Dr. Charles Ballam of 
Victoria, that the band had 
estimated alcohol adversely 
affected about 90 per cent of 
Indian families in the village 
on Cormorant Island off the 
tip of Vancouver Island. 

Local Indian bands boy¬ 
cotted the inquiry, terming it 
a farce and called for a pub¬ 
lic inquiry with a judge as 
chairman. 

The inquiry followed an 
inquest into the Jan. 22 death 
of Renee Smith, an 11-year- 
old native Indian, who died 
in St. George’s of a ruptured 
appendix and severe perito¬ 
nitis.

Canada ranks with best

TORONTO (CP) — The executive 
director of the Canadian Film Develop¬ 
ment Corp. predicts that $150 million worth 
of Canadian movies will be produced this 
year — a dramatic jump from the estimat¬ 
ed $68 million in 1978. 

Michael McCabe said Tuesday that the 
corporation, which was established in 1968 
by the federal government as a bank for 
film producers, has invested in 32 films 
with budgets totalling $82 million this year.

without the corporation’s help. 

“And I am aware of several more 
films to be made by the end of the year,” 
he said. 

Earlier, McCabe had predicted $100 
million worth of feature movie production 
for 1979. 

“The tremendous upsurge of Canadian 
production the last two years has vaulted 
Canada into the top ranks of movie pro¬ 
ducing countries,” he said.

Calgary can shout and 
scream for the first time. 
Her voice box is sound 
again. 

Ever since she was a tiny 
tot, Joanne, 8, could only 
whisper. But the miracle of 
laser surgery removed the 
voice-crippling growths 
from her larynx and wind¬ 
pipe for good. 

Now, Joanne, who loves 
cowboys and riding ponies, 
can shout a raspy but loud 
“yahoo!” at rodeos, as she 
did this summer at the Cal¬ 
gary Stampede. 

LAST APRIL, Dr. Allen 
Abramson of the Long Island 
Jewish medical centre used 
a powerful carbon dioxide 
laser to evaporate the nu¬ 
merous growths known as 
papillomas. They are non- 
cancerous. 

Last week, Joanne and her 
.English-born mother, Betty 
Machata, 29, returned to the 
medical centre and were told 
that Joanne is cured. 

“Dr. Abramson is a mira¬ 
cle worker,” said Mrs. Ma¬ 
chata after leaving the medi¬ 
cal centre on the weekend 
for a motel in this Long Is¬ 
land community, about 25 
kilometres east of New York 
City. 

IN AN interview, she told 
of the years of suffering and 
pain Joanne went through 
with little hope for improve¬ 
ment. 

Last year, her Czech-born 
husband, Mike Machata, a 
Calgary building contractor, 
read a story in the Calgary 
Herald about Dr. Abramson 
performing successful laser 
surgery on a Hungarian boy 
also stricken with Papil¬ 
loma. 

Mrs. Machata took a clip¬ 
ping of the story to their 
family doctor, Jack Fayer- 
man, who checked Dr. 
Abramson’s procedure per¬ 
sonally during a visit in 
1978. 

“IT’S GOOD, it really 
works,” Dr. Fayerman re¬ 
ported. “He can really cure 
people with it.”

Your Good Health 


Dear Dr. Donohue: I have 
noticed that fatness seems to 
run in families, and I wonder 
if it is really inherited. Is it? 

I am from a large family and 
not a single one of us has 
ever had a weight prob- 
lem.-M.A. 

There are many reasons 
for obesity, but it is not clear 
what if any role heredity 
(genes) may play. However, 
your observation is correct, 
and studies do show that 
obese youngsters do tend to 
have obese parents. Hered¬ 
ity, if it plays a role in this, is 
overshadowed by parental 
attitudes toward food and 
fatness during the child’s 
early years. 

A recent study of 450 in¬ 
fants reveals strong links 
between obesity and family 
eating habits. The infants 
were studied periodically 
over the first six years of 
life. Here are some of the 
results: 


First-born children are 
more likely to be obese than 
others. 

Family income was not a 
factor in whether or not a 
child was fat or lean. 

Mothers of fat children 
were less likely to be con¬ 
cerned about things than 
were parents of thin chil¬ 
dren. That is, parents of fat 
children were more likely to 
view chubbiness as a plus 
than a minus. 

Lean children ate more 
frequently but got fewer 
total calories. 

Fat children were more 
likely to “clean” their plates 
than were thin youngsters. 

The study also showed that 
lean children at age four 
were more active than the 
chubby ones, but that by age 
six both types were equally 
active. 

Because eating habits are 
pretty well formed by age 


six, it is reasonable to as¬ 
sume that many fat young¬ 
sters are greater obesity 
risks as adults. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am 

definitely past the meno¬ 
pause, but I still get uncom¬ 
fortable feelings, including 
headaches at about the same 
time of month I would have 
expected my menstruation 
in the old days. Is this ex¬ 
pected?—C.C. 

It’s not to be expected, but 
it is not unusual for the 
women past menopause to 
get monthly symptoms long 
after periods have stopped. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: What 
treatments — herbs, vita¬ 
mins or whatever, would you 
suggest for hair that is dry¬ 
ing out, breaking off and 
falling out following my 
“perm?” My scalp is itchy, 
and it is generally a disaster 
area—Miss L.D. 


Not much you can do to 
repair any damage done to 
the the hair already, but you 
need to have a good talk with 
your beautician, or if you are 
using a home kit, you had 
better read the instructions. 
You may be sensitive to the 
particular solutions used, or 
the acid substance may have 
remained on too long. Check 
to find what solutions were 
used. 

Have your scalp exa¬ 
mined, because often harm¬ 
less rashes, unless con¬ 
trolled, can develop into 
infections.

you break a vitamin E cap 
sule and apply it directly

But Austin stressed that a state law permitting 
the parents to let their children drink does not allow 
minors to buy or drink alcohol in bars or taverns or to 
consume alcohol in public places. 

He said parental permission is good for only one 
time and must be renewed, orally or in writing, each 
time the youth wants to drink.

Food spiral takes dip 


OTTAWA (UPC) — Lower prices for beef, pork, fresh 
vegetables and fruit resulted in a 2.2-per-cent drop in food 
prices over a four-week period ending Aug. 17, the depart¬ 
ment of agriculture said Wednesday. 

It now costs $61.47 to feed the average family of four for a 
week —12 cents less than in the July period, the department 
said. 

The cost of food at home was 11 per cent more than a 
year ago due to higher prices for dairy products, fats and 
oils, fish, beverages and processed vegetables. 

Beef prices, which dropped 5.9 per cent during the 
period, were the best buy for consumers. 

But, the department said, beef costs may rise because 
cattle prices have bottomed out. Future price increases 
may be moderate if pork and poultry prices continue to 
decline, it said. 

Due to increased hog production, pork prices dropped 
2.3 per cent over the four-week period. The depart¬ 
ment forecast pork prices will continue to drop during 
1979 despite strong demand by consumers. 

The price of fresh vegetables fell 23.2 per cent dur¬ 
ing the July-August period and four per cent over the 12- 
month span. Costs for ; processed vegetables, however, 
rose 0.9 per cent in the four weeks surveyed.

Heavy supplies of Canadian and U.S.-grown potatoes 
resulted in lower prices this summer and onion prices have 
also made “significant declines.” 

Prices for fresh fruits — especially apples and bana¬ 
nas — peaked in early August and have since begun to 
drop. However, citrus fruits imported from the United 
States are expected to rise slowly during the next few 
months. 

Fish, which recorded the largest price rise during the 
period with a 1.7-per-cent increase, contributed to the 
general price rise for the 12 months. That commodity 
has risen 15.2 per cent over the past year. 


Grits warming to tax slash 


OTTAWA (CP) — Prime 
Minister Clark's election 
promise to cut taxes by $2 
billion, ridiculed by the Lib¬ 
erals, now is beginning to 
look like a good idea, a Liber¬ 
al party spokesman said 
Wednesday. 

MP John Reid, chosen by 
fellow members of the Lib¬ 
eral shadow cabinet to act as 
a spokesman after a five- 
hour strategy session, said 
some Liberals feel the econ¬ 
omy has deteriorated so 
much since the spring that it 
may be time for the stimula¬ 
tion a major tax cut would 
bring. 

The Liberals denounced 
Conservative tax-cutting 
plans during the campaign 
as a tool for buying votes. 

They also ridiculed Clark's 
plan as muddled and expen¬ 
sive when the Conservative 
leader acknowledged that 
his efforts to stimulate the 
economy might cause a tem¬ 
porary ballooning of the fed¬ 
eral deficit. 


Reid said no specific eco¬

Judge William Ostler told Leslie Ann Gutierrez, for¬ 
merly of 1247 Alton, to take drug and alcohol counselling 
as directed by her probation officer, Ruth Brewster. 

Gutierrez pleaded guilty Aug. 15 to attempted fraud in 
connection with a false prescription order June 17 at the 
Shoppers Drug Mart at Town and Country and was re¬ 
manded by Ostler until Wednesday for presentence re¬ 
port. 

Crown counsel Richard Law told the court earlier this 
month that a woman phoned the pharmacy about 2:15 p.m., 
identified herself as a doctor, and ordered a prescription of 
50 tablets. 

Shortly before 6 p.m., Gutierrez walked into the store 
and attempted to claim the prescription. When refused, 
she fled but was stopped by Saanich police in her vehicle 
on Blanshard. Gutierrez’s 1‘^-year-old daughter was in 
the vehicle, Law said. 

Gutierrez told the judge she didn’t want to return to 
Brannan Lake because the initial experience, which began in 
June, was frustrating and the facility seemed unorganized. 
She said she had been beaten up and spat upon by others 
taking the heroin treatment program. 

“Honest to God,” she stated, “I tried to stick it out up 
there. The things that 1 saw, I don’t want to see.” 

She told the court of sitting in her room all day, writing 
in a log, and of seeing a psychologist only once while 
she was there. 

Gutierrez said she wanted to stay in Victoria with her 
daughter.

Bus shuttling 
splits ferries , 
government 

The provincial government and the B.C. Ferries Cor¬ 
poration are at odds over a proposal to institute a bus 
shuttle service to ferry terminals, Greater Victoria Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce directors were told Wednesday. 

Transportation committee chairman Larry Martell dis¬ 
closed that Municipal Affairs Minister William Vander Zalm 
had endorsed a report by Pacific Coach Lines recommending 
a shuttle service, but the corporation was opposed to the 
idea. 

Martell said the service would free buses and drivers 
and make additional space available on ferries for cars 
and tour buses, resulting in less pressure on the fleet and 
a reduction in waiting time to board ferries. 

On another transportation matter, Martell said while 
welcoming recent announcements about improved air ser¬ 
vice to the city, the committee would urge both air¬ 
lines to abide by statements that the new services would 
not affect existing harbor-to-harbor service between Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver. 

West Coast Air has applied for a licence to provide com¬ 
muter service between Victoria and Vancouver airports, 
also direct service to Kamloops and Kelowna. 

Air West, meanwhile, has purchased two new Twin 
Otters and two Hawker Siddley 748 aircraft for a new 
air-bus service between the capital and Vancouver. 

Martell warned that the separate announcements would 
result in added presure to an existing transportation 
area. 

“Can the already overcrowded Victoria airport terminal 
handle any additional traffic?” 

The airport is the 12th largest in .Canada in terms of 
the number of passengers handled and ranks sixth in 
air traffic movement, ahead of Ottawa and Edmonton 
airports.

John Campbell Inglis, of 711 Johnson, pleaded guilty 
to causing a disturbance by being drunk Tuesday after¬ 
noon on Douglas. 

Court was informed Inglis was sitting on the front steps 
of the Bank of Commerce shortly before 4 p.m., both¬ 
ering passers-by. 

In court, Inglis told the judge he wanted treatment 
for his alcoholism but the three-day program at the 
detoxification centre was not enough. 

Inglis said he had been able to abstain from alcohol 
for two years in eastern Canada but wasn’t able to do so 
here, blaming it on the “air or something.” 

Ostler said the air here should be intoxicating enough by 
itself before he imposed a 30-day sentence.

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Joe gets earful 
in home riding

JASPER, Alta. — Surpris¬ 
ingly, the words had a for¬ 
mal ring—“Prime Minister 
Joe." 

The scene was the tradi¬ 
tional “western" barbecue 
in sprawling, rugged Yello- 
whead riding and the local 
MP, who sipped beer from a 
bottle—Canada’s 16th prime 
minister—was being sum¬ 
monsed to address the 
crowd. 

To almost everyone Clark 
met as he visited his rural 
Alberta constituency last 
weekend, he was still plain 
“Joe." Never a last name 
and seldom a title. 

One of the rare exceptions 
was the introduction as 
“Prime Minister Joe" to 150 
or so people in the oil boom 
town of Drayton Valley who 
turned out at a eookout for 
local campaign workers. 

They had helped him in the 
election and were helping 
him again to keep in touch 
with his small town Alberta 
roots. 

The aura and trappings of 
power, as Clark had hoped, 
were not overpowering. 

The PM managed to main¬ 
tain the easy formality de 
spite the presence of RCMP 
bodyguards and more than 
40 reporters and cameramen 
who flew around the riding in 
two Second World War vin¬ 
tage DC-3s. 

Clark and a few close aides 
flew in a smaller chartered 
plane. 

The prime minister was in 
high spirits, enjoying a brief 
respite from the pressures of 
his new job and the tough 
days ahead as he and his 
powerful “inner cabinet" 
began a four-day brain¬ 
storming session here in Jas¬ 
per. 

Closeted in the posh Jas¬ 
per Park Lodge—dubbed by 
reporters as ‘‘24 Sussex 
West"—Clark and his minis¬ 
ters today began plotting 
strategy for the opening of 
Parliament in early Octo¬ 
ber. 

Jasper is one of the com¬ 
munities in Clark’s vast 40,- 
000-square-mile riding and 
he expressed hope before the 
election that moving his of¬ 
fice here from time to time 
would be a safety valve. 

In the coming days he will 
be deciding which election 
promises to keep, which to 
postpone, and which ones he 
will have to hope that Cana¬ 
dian voters will forget. 

When he stepped to the 
microphone at Drayton Val¬ 
ley he expressed hope that 
his sizable media news en¬ 
tourage wouldn’t keep peo¬ 
ple from telling him what 
was on their minds. 

It didn’t, and Clark—like 
any other MP coming home 


from Ottawa—got an earful 
of complaints. 

Touring a home for the 
aged in Barrhead, resident 
Martha Atkinson com¬ 
plained about “that silly 
metric system." 

Another elderly woman 
expressed concern the Con¬ 
servative government was 
going to “encourage use of 
marijuana.” She was 
against abolition of criminal 
penalties for use of the 
drug. 

Surprising some aides 
when he decided to call un¬ 
announced at a half dozen 
local houses, Clark was told 
by one man that he should 
make good on a campaign 
promise to abolish capital 
gains tax on the sale of small 
businesses and family 
farms. 

Clark replied that he 
wasn’t sure it could be done 
in his first budget this fall 
because of the huge federal 
deficit his government had 
inherited. 

The informality of the rid¬ 
ing tour was pointed up when 
the PM rang the front door¬ 
bell at the home of Mrs. 
Hank Sirant. He was direct¬ 
ed to the back door, return¬ 
ing moments later to tell 
reporters: “She had her 
housecoat on." 

It was off to Grande Cache 
on Sunday morning. Clark 


attended Mass at the local 
Roman Catholic Church and 
later listened to a litany of 
complaints about the future 
of the town’s only industry, a 
coal mine. 

He said a senior official of 
the federal trade depart¬ 
ment will be assigned to pro¬ 
mote new sales of the town’s 
coal. 

At a $5-a-plate community 
dinner in the town of Dar- 
well, held each year as part 
of the local agricultural fair, 
Clark returned Saturday 
night to a scene of his elec¬ 
tion campaign. That was 
that the spirit of Canada’s 
small communities set an 
example for the rest of the 
nation. 

Noting that Clark attended 
the dinner two years ago and 
said he would return as PM, 
the president of the fair, 
Jack Dyck, told the crowd of 
about 600 people: “Regard¬ 
less of what you hear about 
politicians not keeping 
promises, that’s one that 
was kept.” 

A long and hectic day 
wasn’t over yet for the MP 
for Yellowhead. 

He left in a motorcade to 
make an appearance at a 
Lion’s Club rodeo in the 
Spruce Grove Arena, where 
the cheers of the crowd 
drowned out a few faint 
boos.

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It travels to limit children 


Summer camp in Alaska 


By MARY LENZ 

;HOOPER BAY, Alaska 
(AP) — Inuit children in this 
Beridg Sea community don’t 
go to summer camp. It tra¬ 
vels thousands of miles to 
them. 

AND representatives of 
Camp Fire, whose summer 
recreation program includes 
swimming and water safety 
instruction, say the program 
could mean the difference 
between life and death. 

“Most native children do 
not know how to swim well, 
so if they get into difficul¬ 
ties, they drown,” said Joan 
Hurst, executive director of 
the Camp Fire Chugach 
Council in Anchorage. 

THIS YEAR, 45 Camp Fire 
swimming instructors from 
the lower 48 states travelled 
to remote Inuit, Indian and 
Aleut villages, where the 
only means of transportation 
may be by river or air¬ 
plane. 

Village children spend 
their lives around water. 
Many of their parents are 


subsistence hunters and fish¬ 
ermen. But swimming is not 
a traditional pastime and 
one consequence is that the 
state, with a population of 
400,000, averages 100 drown- 
ings a year. 

“PVE HEARD stories 
about people falling into the 
water, while others just 
stand there and watch them 
drown,” said Dick Headrick, 
23, of Beaver Creek, Ore. 

Drinking is a major social 
problem in rural Alaska and 
Headrick sqid many drown- 
ings occur when adults who 
have been drinking fall into 
the water. “But if the kids 
know what to do, they might 
be able to help an adult who 
couldn’t swim,” he said. 

THE PROGRAM, which 
reached 45 villages this sum¬ 
mer, emphasizes water safe¬ 
ty and rescue techniques, 
some of which may be as 
simple as tossing an oar to 
someone in trouble. 

Ms. Hurst estimated the 
cost of the program to be 
$100 per child for two to four 
weeks. It is paid for by the 


local school system and the 
village corporation. 

MS. HURST said the Camp 
Fire program in the Alaskan 
bush is unique in the United 
Statesm “It’s like a day 
camp, but not really, be¬ 
cause we are using highly 
trained people and people 
prepared to live in a cross- 
cultural situation.” 

Some villages have as few 
as 100 residents and housing 
is limited. The local store 
carries scant supplies of 
canned food and crackers 
and there may be only one 
phone for hundreds of 
miles. 

“COMMUNICATIONS 
may break down entirely,” 
Ms. Hurst said. “They have 
to depend on resources with¬ 
in themselves or their team¬ 
mate. Whatever kind of per¬ 
son they are really comes 
out.” 

The program also includes 
recreation activities similar 
to those found in any sum¬ 
mer camp. 

“IF THE weather is bad. 


we do indoor activities, arts 
and crafts, first aid, nutri¬ 
tion and games,” said one 
instructor, 22-year-old Patty 
Lindley. 

Why teach arts and crafts 
to people whose grass bas¬ 
kets and beadwork hang in 
museums and fetch high 
prices in galleries? 

“THE GIRLS were invited 
over with* the idea that we 
would show them tie-dye but 
they would also show us 
beading,” Ms. Lindley said.

She had no thought of publishing them, but her hus¬ 
band urged her to. Which seems odd, since her writings 
disclose his breakdown during the filming and aftermath of 
Apocalypse Now, as well as the disintegration of their 
marriage. 

Notes, published by Simon and Schuster, is remarkably 
revealing, not only of the travails involved in filming 
an epic in the far-off Philippines, but of the human toll in 
such an undertaking. 

The narrative begins in November, 1975, with tele¬ 
phone calls by Coppola to stars he wanted in his film. 
Steve McQueen, A1 Pacino, James Caan, Jack Nicholson 
and Robert Bedford turned him down. Marlon Brando 
was elusive. * 

Writes Mrs. Coppola: “Francis feels very frustrated. He 
gathers up his Oscars and throws them out the win¬ 
dow. The children pick up the pieces in the backyard. 
Four of the five are broken.” 

In March, 1976, the Coppolas flew to the Philippines 
with their three children. The location was scheduled 
for five months. The budget for the movie was set be¬ 
tween $12 million and $14 million. Final cost: $31 mil¬ 
lion, with 14 months shooting. 

Trouble began at once. After a week’s shooting. Coppola 
decided to replace the leading man, Harvey Keitel. Martin 
Sheen was enlisted for the role of Willard. Mrs. Coppola 
describes a harrowing day when Sheen became so immersed 


tide. It hit me in the chest and knocked me backward. I 
saw myself pick up a vase of flowers and throw it.” 

Feb. 17, 1978—“Francis wants to keep his focus on his 
work. Our personal life is postponed. I must not make 
emotional waves, not interrupt the preparations for the 
first screening of the complete assembly of Apocalypse 
Now . . .” 

April 8, 1978—“(Francis) said the more he works on 
the ending, the more it seems to elude him, as if it 
were there, just out of view, mocking him.” 

April 13, 1978—“This current situation started during 
Godfather II. I was on location with Francis, away 
from San Francisco, my friends and the things that 
stimulated and interested me at the time; I was so 
angry with myself, angry that I couldn’t just get totally 
happy focusing on Francis and the making of his film. 
Someone else did.” 

April 15—“I was in a hysterical rage (at Francis). 
1 had inadvertently found out that Francis’ other woman 


was at a screening of the complete film. I haven’t 
been invited yet. I feel completely betrayed . ..” 

Notes ends, like Apocalypse Now itself, with issues 
seemingly unresolved. No word on how or whether Eleanor 
and Francis Coppola healed their marriage. They are stili 
together.

Midway in the filming, Eleanor reflected. “Something is 
definitely happening to me and to Francis.” She watched 
helplessly as he became more and more immersed in the 
difficult production.

Nov. 2. 1976—“Francis has been in such anguish lately, so 
angry: Angry with me, angry with his family, angry with 
everybody that works with him, angry at his life . . .” 

Oct. 8, 1977—“Two weeks ago. Francis was as miser¬ 
able as I have ever seen him. I asked him to tell me about 
his conflicts, really tell me. 

“He began to cry. He said he was in love with another 
woman. He said he loved her and she loved me. that we 
each represented a part of himself and he couldn't give 
up either . . . The emotion rose up from my feet like a

He reported that the CFDC

Garden Notes 
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To my mind, early fall is the best 
time of the year to plant up a new 
strawberry bed. By planting at this 
time of the year, the plants have 
enough time to get themselves firmly 
anchored in the soil and nicely estab¬ 
lished before the soil loses its warmth 
and growth ceases. And such plants 
may be allowed to carry a full crop 
next year. 

The first essential for a good straw¬ 
berry bed is a humus-rich soil. Hun¬ 
garian gardeners, who are usually 
keen and knowledgeable growers of 
superb strawberries, dig in vast quan¬ 
tities of chopped straw. 1 have some¬ 
times wondered if this is how the 
strawberry got its name. 

In our country, it is more usual to 
get our humus supply from well-rotted 
farmyard manure, and one bucketful 
per square yard is not too much to 
spread over your new plot. Dig it over 
deeply, mixing the manure intimately 
with the soil. 

With this first digging completed, 
level the bed roughly by raking, tread 
ing and raking again, then give the 
surface a dressing of half a bucket of 
damp peat moss and one cupful of 
fertilizer p*?r square yard. 

Regarding the fertilizer, the straw¬ 
berry-wise Hungarians use half* cup¬ 
ful of dried blood and two cupfuls of 
bone meal per square yard. Dried 


blood isn’t easy to come by these days 
and bone meal has become prohibiti¬ 
vely expensive, but a pretty good sub¬ 
stitute for the Hungarian formula is 
one cupful of 12-4-8 lawn fertilizer; I 
particularly like the one with two per 
cent iron added. 

If the plot has just recently been 
stripped of turf, or if soil pests are 
known to be troublesome, it is good 
insurance to add Diazinon five per 
cent granules at the rate of two table¬ 
spoons per square yard. 

With this mixture applied evenly 
over the surface of the new bed, dig or 
rototill it thoroughly into the top six 
inches of soil. 

Next, the bed should be firmed. You 
can use a light garden roller for this, 
or you can put on your biggest and 
heaviest boots and walk all over it, 
making sure every inch receives the 
benefit of your weight. Follow this 
with one final raking, and you are 
ready to plant. 

Space your plants 18 inches apart in 
the row, and the usual spacing be¬ 
tween rows is 2*4 feet. Personally, 
though, I like a bit more elbow room 
for comfortable weeding and picking, 
so I leave 3-foot aisles between the 
rows. 

Use a trowel for planting, making 
a hole wide enough to spread out the 
roots rather than going straight down 
in a bunch. Trim off the tips of any 


long, strangling roots with a pair of 
scissors, and remove about half de¬ 
leaves, retaining only the central* 
younger ones. 

The strawberry is unusually fussy 
as to depth of planting; the crown'’ 
should finish up just at soil level. If 
you plant too deeply, covering the 
centre of the plant with soil, crown rot- 
may develop. On the other hand, if you v . 
plant too shallowly, the roots may dry 
out. 

I don't know of any plant that re;’** 
sponds more dramatically to a trans-./ 
planting solution than the strawberry. 
Mix either Transplantone or Dixons. 
Reid Vitamin Bl with water at label,, 
rates, and pour a good cupful into each 
planting hole halfway through the. 
planting operation. When this drains 
away, complete the planting with 
loose, dry soil on top. 

One year, when I was planting" 
strawberries, I did half the rows with~ 
plain water instead of the transplant 
ing solution just to see whether I had 1 
been fooling myself with this tech¬ 
nique. In two weeks, the difference 
stuck out like a sore thumb, and even 
my neighbor Ernie, who pooh-poohs 
all my little tricks of the trade, had to - 
admit that the treated plants had got 
ten away to a much better start. I • 
think this may be due to a root-induced 
hormone incorporated in the formula/

Thoughts at Large: 

• The most we learn from the ex¬ 
perience of others is not to make the 
mistakes they have made; but our 
mistakes never look to be the same as 
theirs, because we are viewing them 
from within, not without.

the slightest doubt that he is 
engaged in a higher service 
to mankind than the Cincin¬ 
nati cornerback who spends 
three desperate hours of a 
Sunday afternoon trying to 
cover Lynn Swann on an icy 
field in Pittsburgh. 

I don’t mind if people think 
of such occupations as foot¬ 
ball. acting and newspaper 
work as games, as long as 
they realize that almost 
every other occupation peo¬ 
ple enjoy is a game, too. The 
surgeon, for all his arduous 
preparation and solemn re¬ 
sponsibility, is the central 
player in a tense and dra¬ 
matic game when he enters 
the brilliantly lighted the¬ 
ater and takes the scalpel to 
make his first incision. 

Anyone who has ever 
watched a murder trial can 
not doubt that a trial is a 
game, though the rules may 
be too arcane for the specta¬ 
tor; nor doubt that the adver- 
saries, though they are 


theoretically in search of the 
same goal — justice — are in 
fact disciples of George 
Allen and Woody Hayes, and 
dedicated to the motto that 
winning is everything. It 
might well be asked what 
lawyers do in real life, out¬ 
side the paternal purview of 
the judge and beyond the 
ground rules of the court¬ 
room. 

During the Second World 
War certain generals and 
correspondents were re¬ 
proached for likening specif¬ 
ic infantry tactics to an “end 
sweep" in football, or ad¬ 
mirals for comparing a car¬ 
rier attack with the long 
downfield “bomb," in which 
the defensive alignment is 
simply overflown. In using 
sports terms as metaphors, 
it was alleged, they trivial¬ 
ized the war. 

That each of these actions 
contemplated grievous 
losses did not make them 
any less a game; a mon¬ 
strous game, but neverthe¬ 
less a game. One can not 
read an account of the Battle 
of Midway without seeing it 
as an awful game, or of In¬ 
chon without seeing it as a 
masterly game of chess. 

Of course, not everything 
people do for a living can be 
called a game. I see nothing 
game-like in going down in a 
coal mine every day at 
dawn, or working a treadle 
in a sweatshop. But one day 
this kind of work will all be 


done by automation, and lit*' 
will be one big game. I be%* 
lieve that is what the Maker 
had in mind, not toil and 
trouble. 

People should not be£ 
thought of as being outside* 
real life just because they- 
play games to amuse the res£ 
of us. Movie columnists likt? 
to note that in real life, as* 
opposed to “reel life," a cer-£ 
tain male star owns 200,000- 
acres of grazing land in Utah£ 
and spends his time with a t 
Minoan princess diving foif 
sunken triremes in the Ae¬ 
gean Sea. Is that more real 
than making love before tht*- 
cameras to Julie Christie on 
wrecking a brand new Pon-' 
tiac in a Burt Reynolds car 
opera? 

And in real life, we are 
told, certain football player* 
ow n racketball clubs or pizzi^ 
parlors or sing country,, 
music in bars. 

Why patronize those who : 
divert us from our own real> 
ity by denying them theirs?/ 
Without them we would soorv. 
find out how dull real life can 
be. r

VANCOUVER (CP) — The recently-elected treasurer of 
the British Columbia College of Dental Surgeons says he’s 
been ostracized by other members of the college. 

Dr. Murray Bloom of Vancouver said Tuesday in an 
interview that college officials have changed locks on the 
door of the college office and have refused to give him 
keys. 

Bloom said the reason for the college's attitude was 
because of information he had gained from the organiza¬ 
tion’s books about payments to elected officials. 

This included payments amounting to more than $50,000 
to a past president of the college in 1978 for work done in his 
official capacity, he said, and a number of other salaries in 
the $5,000 to $7,000 range which he found questionable. 

Bloom, who took office In July, said his lock problems 
be^an Aug. 5 when he went to the college office here to do 
some work. 

Dr. Ted Ramage, college president, said in another 
interview that Bloom was entitled' to investigate such 
payments, but that other members of the college’s ruling 
body objected to his confrontational manner. 

Ramage said Bloom was not barred from the locked 
facilities, but required to attend them during normal busi¬ 
ness hours, the same as all other council members. 

Bloom also said that he was checking into per diem 
payments to various college council members and he is only 
able to do extensive digging during off hours. 

Ramage said he didn’t want to comment further on 
Bloom’s many accusations until the 27-member college 
council had time to deal with the mattes at its next meeting 
Sept. 28. 

But, added Ramage, there was no question of Bloom 
being barred from the office. 

“He is the treasurer and he has a treasurer’s duties to 
do,’’ said Ramage. “He has full access to the office and to all 
the financial files. 

“The only condition is that he do it during the daytime, 
the same as the rest of us.” 


Ramage also said the per diem payments in question 
were made in recognition of the fact that the “president 
spends a tremendous amount of time working for the college, 
instead of attending to his practice.”

Touchy talks 
on oil prices 
draw nearer 

JASPER, Alta. (CP) — Discussions with individual 
provinces and industry on the thorny question of a Ca¬ 
nadian domestic oil price increase will start fairly soon, 
Prime Minister Clark said Wednesday. 

He told reporters that inner cabinet discussion has 
reached the point where province-by-province negotiation 
can be started as a lead-up to a national conference. The 
national conference would settle how fast Canadian oil prices 
can rise toward the far higher world prices. 

Clark said agreement with provinces on the controver¬ 
sial energy question, which has pitted consumer Ontario 
against producer Aiberta, could take months. 

But he said a positive climate among provinces today 
means discussions will lead to significant results. 

At the same time, he rejected any suggestions of a 
federal takeover of Alberta oilfields. 

Ontario Treasurer Frank Miller said in Calgary this 
week the federal government took over the uranium 
industry because it was in the national interest to do so. 
He said he was not suggesting a federal takeover of 
Alberta's oilfields, but said the federal government has 
the power. 

Clark said resources belong to the provinces and he 
does not want a constitutional confrontation. 

The inner cabinet devoted almost one-half of a four-day 
meeting in this Rocky Mountain resort to putting to¬ 
gether an energy program touching on many aspects. 

The discussion included the privatization of the Crown 
oil company, PetroCanada. Energy Minister Ray Hnatyshyn 
said he will announce next week the terms of reference under 
which trustees yet to be appointed will study ways in 
which the company can be put into private hands. 

He would give no more details. 


Air Canada bows to US. fare protest 


MONTREAL (CP) — Air Canada has 
decided to stop selling special low-fare 
tickets to the United States following the 
rejection of its fall seat sale program by 
the U.S. Civil Aeronautics Board. 

The federally-owned airline announced 
late Wednesday that it will no longer 
accept reservations for transborder seat 
sale tickets, which offered passengers 
travelling.to the U.S. savings of 46io 68 per 


cent on regular fares this fall. 

Air Canada marketing director Ted 
Shetzen said the airline was distressed at 
having to cancel the program at this 
stage. 

He said that the application had been 
submitted “in good faith” to the U.S. board 
and the airline had “every reason to be¬ 
lieve the fares would be accepted this time 
around.” 


The board accepted a similar Air Canada 
seat sale in the spring, he noted. 

The fate of the 55,000 passengers who 
have already booked transborder flights 
under the fall seat sale is uncertain. The 
tickets were sold subject to government 
approval, Shetzen said, but the airline will 
ask the U.S. board to hotoor those tickets 
already sold. 

“If all else fails, we’ll be returning our 


customers’ money,” he said. “But for 
the moment we’re asking our passengers 
to be patient and do nothing.” 

Any passengers wishing to cancel in the 
next few weeks will receive a full refund. 

The U.S. Civil Aeronautics Board deci¬ 
sion contained “no objection to the seat 
sale on its merits,” but rejected the appli¬ 
cation because of differences in policy be¬ 
tween the two governments.

Mrs. Johnson told police a 
man came to the door with a 
parcel and said he needed 
her husband’s signature. 
When Johnson came to the 
door, the man drew a pistol 
and forced him to walk to a 
waiting car, she said.

While Winnipeg reported 50 off-duty postal workers 
setting up informational pickets in the push for crown 
corporation status, the union had less of a turnout in other 
areas and no demonstrations at all in still others, such as 
Victoria, Calgary and Regina. 

“We were unable to hold it here today because we didn’t 
receive the leaflets,” said Peter de Belle, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Victoria local of the Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers. 

The problem appeared to be a breakdown in communi¬ 
cations, or a late start in planning. 

Calgary workers said they learned Qf the program too 
late to set up pickets. 

There was a turnout in a number of western com¬ 
munities, but it apparently lacked the thoroughness of 


earlier demonstrations in the Atlantic region that in¬ 
volved the leafletting of 62 communities. 

The program is part of CUPW’s drive to have the 
post office become a crown corporation. The belief is 
that such a change would end the type of conflict that has 
led to a series of strikes and other industrial relations 
problems. 

The union wants to remind the public that all three 
major federal political parties earlier voiced support 
for such a change. The idea now is to impress the new 
Conservative government that the change should be made. 

Since the campaign is an ongoing thing, de Belle says 
the Victoria postal workers will be able to demonstrate a 
few days after the leaflets finally arrive. 

Local union officials were unable to answer what might 
have been an embarrassing question: were the leaflets 
delayed in the mail? 

Perhaps, they said, they had been sent by train.

Victoria’s world-re¬ 
nowned painter of birds, 
J. Fenwick Lansdowne, 
will be honored Saturday 
at the Provincial Mu¬ 
seum, where he first ex¬ 
hibited in 1952. 

Lansdowne, 42, whose 
paintings are owned by 
Queen Elizabeth and 
many museums and art 
collections, has long been 
recognized as a master 
by the Smithsonian Insti¬ 
tution, which is respon¬ 
sible for his return to the 
Provincial Museum. 

The Smithsonian has 
an exhibition of 42 of 
Lansdowne’s paintings 
on tour of North Ameri¬ 
ca. It will be here from 
Saturday until Sept. 30. 

Lansdowne, widely re¬ 
cognized as today’s finest 
bird painter, is self- 
taught. 

Bom in Hong Kong and 
expatriated to Victoria 
with his mother at the 
outbreak of the Second 
World War, he was badly 
paralysed by polio before 
he was a year old. 

His interest in painting 
and birds began at the 
age of five, when his 
mother introduced him to 
art and to identifying the 
birds in their Victoria 
garden. 

The paintings in Sep¬ 
tember’s exhibit at the 
museum—where Lans¬ 
downe was once em¬ 
ployed—were created for 
the book Rails of the 
World, by S. Dillon Ri¬ 
pley of the Smithsonian. 
Rails are marsh birds, 
some unable to fly and 
many endangered. 


Music conservatory 
plans ‘exciting year’ 


The Victoria Conservatory of Music 
begins what spokesmen term “the most ex¬ 
citing year in its 15-year history” next 
week, with several new members on its 
faculty and a new home. 

The St. Ann’s Academy annex, into 
which the conservatory hopes to move 
before the end of the year, will give 
the conservatory three times the space it 
has presently in Craigdarroch Castle, and 
55 studios. 

With a larger facility, more faculty and 
courses are planned. Among those joining 
the faculty will be Alma Brock-Smith, 
professor of piano at the University of 
Manitoba since 1964. A frequent judge at 
music festivals, Mrs. Brock-Smith has 
also conducted master classes and sum¬ 
mer workshops throughout Canada and the 
U.S. 

Joining the piano faculty will be Gilbert 


Munroe, founder of the Conservatory of 
Music at Medicine Hat, who studied in 
Winnipeg and the Royal Academy of Music 
in London.

The conservatory’s Suzuki piano pro¬ 
gram will be aided by Paloma de la Guer¬ 
ra, a graduate of the Royal Conservatory 
of Music in Madrid who has been teaching 
music in Victoria since 1965. 

Heather Crook, recently appointed or¬ 
ganist and choir director at St. John’s 
Anglican Church, will be teaching music 
theory. She trained at the Royal Academy 
of Music in London and Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity, and became a fellow of the Royal 
College of Organists. Most recently she 
taught at Queen Margaret’s school in Dun¬ 
can. 


Penticton bill penalties

PENTICTON, B.C. (CP)

loansharking. 

The official, who asked not 
to be identified, said the fed¬ 
eral Small Loans Act places 
a 24-per-cent ceiling on inter¬ 


est rates for amounts under 
$1,500.

Barrett said Wednesday he 
tried to get council to change 
the policy, but his motion 
failed in a 3-3 vote on Mon¬ 
day. 

Barrett said that the city, 
in charging 120-per-cent in¬ 
terest, is freely interpreting 
a provision in the Municipal 
Act which authorizes a muni- 


Pickets remain 
on Placer spur 

VANCOUVER (CP) - The British Columbia Labor 
Relations Board has declined to order secondary pickets 
removed from a spur rail line leading to Placer Develop¬ 
ments Ltd.’s Gibraltar mine near Williams Lake, B.C. 

Members of the Canadian Association of Industrial, Me¬ 
chanical and Allied Workers, on strike at Placer’s Endako 
mine near Fraser Lake, B.C., since Feb. 14, have been 
picketing the spur line in an attempt to force a contract 
settlement. 

The labor board said it cannot rule on the pickets until the 
courts hear a dispute over alleged trespassing by the 
pickets. 

The picketing action has prevented railcars from pick¬ 
ing up ore at the Gibraltar copper mine, but Placer spokes¬ 
man Bill Thompson said earlier this month that the pickets 
were causing little concern because the ore can be stock¬ 
piled. 

Last month, a provincial mediator proposed wage and 
fringe benefit increases totalling 24 per cent in the first year 
of a two-year contract and nine per cent in the second 
year. 

The union later asked for an additional 15 cents to be 
added to wages Jan. 1, 1981 but the company rejected the 
proposal. Base rate now is $6.43 an hour.

Chemainus crews 
back after order

Things are back to normal 
in Chemainus as Pulp, Paper 
and Woodworkers of Canada 
picketers were undone by 
another cease-and-desist 
order Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

The PPWC members from 
the Harmac local had been 
picketing the Chemainus 
sawmill of MacMillan Bloe- 
del since Monday, when they 
stopped the day shift of the 
650-employee mill from re¬ 
porting to work. 

The company, already in 
the throes of a prolonged 
shutdown at its 1,500-em¬ 
ployee pulp mill in Harmac, 
applied to the B.C. Labor 
Relations Board for the 
order. 

It was granted as the Har¬ 
mac pickets were actually 
stopping hundreds of Inter¬ 
national Woodworkers of 
America members from 
going to work in Che¬ 
mainus. 

An airplane stood by In 
Vancouver Wednesday and 
the LRB order was flown 
over to the Island in time for 


things to go back to normal 
in Chemainus on the 4:30 
p.m. “afternoon shift.” 

But things were far from 
normal at Harmac, six miles 
south of Nanaimo. 

The Harmac local trig¬ 
gered its own dispute Aug. 22 
when it began trying to dic¬ 
tate to MacMillan Bloedel 
what sort of pulp it should 
use. 

When the^irm disagreed 
with PPWCm definition of 
“hot pulp, union pickets 
went up and Harmac and its 
union members chalked up 
an impressive 50th labor dis¬ 
ruption since 1970. 

Stan Shewaga, president 
of the beleaguered Harmac 
local, has since made much 
of the fact that his local has 
not signed a contract with 
MacMillan Bloedel. 

However, signed contracts 
in the past have never de¬ 
terred Shewaga from lead¬ 
ing his members on illegal 
walkouts, of which he has 
probably chalked up more 
than any other labor leader 
in British Columbia. 

In the past few months, 
Shewaga and cohorts have 
managed to put a number of 


IWA men out of work on the 
Island and the Lower Main¬ 
land, although LRB orders 
have invariably cleared 
them out, as was the case in 
Chemainus.

A BY-LAW TO AMEND BUILDING REGULATION 
BY-LAW No. 168,1974 


The Board of the Capital Regional District in open meeting 
assembled, enacts as follows: 

1. By-law No. 168 is amended as follows 

Delete paragraph 9 of Appendix B and substitute the 
following 

9 FACTORY BUILT HOUSES. MOBILE HOMES 
AND BUILDING MOVES 

(1) Except as provided in paragraph 9(2) hereof the fee for 
✓ a permit to move and establish a factory built house 

which has been certified by Canadian Standards Asso¬ 
ciation as complying with C.S.A. Standard No. A277 or 
a mobile home which has been certified by Canadian 
Standards Association as complying with C.S.A. Stan¬ 
dard No Z240 shall be $100.00 plus a building permit 
fee clculated in accordance with paragraph 1 hereof 
based on the value of the completed works required to 
establish the building on site 

(2) The fee for a permit to move and establish a factory built 
house or a mobile home, certified as aforesaid. Into an 
approved mobile home park shall be $100.00. 

(3) The fee for a permit to move and establish a building, 
other than those described in paragraphs 9(1). 9(2) or 
9(4) hereof shall be calculated in accordance with 
paragraph 1 hereof, based on the value of the complet¬ 
ed building in its rehabilitated condition at the new 
location. The value of the completed building shall be 
the market value determined by the Chief Building 
Inspector of the Capital Regional District. 

(4) The fee for a permit to establish or relocate any 
temporary building within the Capital Regional District 
shall be calculated in accordance with paragraph 1 
hereof, based on 50% of the value of the completed 
building determined by the Chief Building Inspector of 
the Capital Regional District. 

(5) Notwithstanding anything elsewhere contained herein, 
the fee for a permit to relocate an existing guiding, 
mobile home, factory built house or temporary building 
from one location to another location on the same parcel 
of land shall be calculated in accordance with para¬ 
graph 1 hereof, based on the cost to move and 
rehabilitate the structure determined by the Chief Build¬ 
ing Inspector of the Capital Regional District.”

Stranger than fact—book omen of murder? 


CHICAGO (AP) — The slaying of Earl Mountbatten 
of Burma by Irish terrorists in a boat explosion this week 
parallels an attack related in a book released in the United 
States two weeks ago. 

“Lord Mountbatten’s death didn’t surprise me,” said 
Bill Granger, a journalist who wrote The November Man. 

”But understand that I’m talking about this dispas¬ 
sionately—as a newspaper reporter,” said Granger. In 
his book, the queen’s cousin survives an attempted as¬ 


sassination by Irish Republican Army terrorists aboard 
a Dublin-bound boat. 

Mountbatten, 79, Queen Elizabeth’s cousin, Second 
World War hero and statesman, was killed Monday in an 
explosion that demolished his yacht off the coast of Ireland. 
The IRA claimed responsibility and police said the blast ap¬ 
parently was caused by a time bomb. 

“Everybody says it but fact is stranger than fiction,” the 
38-year-old Granger said Wednesday. “After covering the 


POPE CANCELS VISIT TO ULSTER 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul has decided 
not to visit Northern Ireland following the murder of 
Earl Mountbatten of Burma and 18 British soldiers 
by Irish Republican Army guerrillas, the Vatican 
said Wednesday. 

A visit to the north by the pope during his trip to 
Ireland next month had been under consideration 
but Vatican spokesman, Rev. Romeo Panciroli, 
said: 

“With deep regret, due to the dreadful murders 


of recent days, it has now been decided not to include 
a venue in Northern Ireland.” 

The announcement came when details of the 
pope’s visit to Ireland, the United Nations and the 
United States were made public. 

For the first time it was disclosed that a visit to 
the archdiocese of Armagh, in Northern Ireland, had 
been planned in principle after the Vatican received 
“numerous requests” from Catholics and Protes¬ 
tants.

“I’m glad it’s not next month. Hopefully, I paid my 
dues in covering this and people won’t view me as a 
ghoul,” Granger said. 

His English publishers plan to release the book in 
Britain next April, he said. 

The parallels between Mountbatten and the fiction¬ 
al Lord Slough are stunning. 

Granger, who spent one year in Ireland reporting for 
the newspaper Newsday said: “The English publisher 
of the book (New English Library) talked me out of 


using Prince Charles as the target. He felt, rightly so I 
suppose, that people would get jumpy.” 

He added: “There was no model, despite the similar¬ 
ities which seem to have surfaced. In Lord Slough, I was 
trying to get at the type of well-intentioned English¬ 
man who spends time in Ireland, perhaps marries an 
Irish woman, and never quite gets the country out of 
his blood.” 


Home town burial for hero 


LONDON (AP) — Buckingham Palace Wednesday an¬ 
nounced detailed plans for the funeral of the assassin¬ 
ated Earl Mountbatten of Burma, who once said he 
hoped the occasion would be a happy one. 

But the circumstances of the death of the Second 
World War hero, blown up by a terrorist bomb, have made 
the funeral all the more mournful. 

“I would really like just to be buried in my home town 
of Romsey,” the earl told interviewer Ludovic Kennedy two 
years ago as the British Broadcasting Corp. prepared a film 
obituary, shown Monday night. “How they do it is entirely the 
decision of the authorities. I am ready to go along with 
anything they do.” 

Mountbatten said he didn’t want people to cry at his 
funeral and added: “I hope it will be a happy occasion.” 

A spokesman for Buckingham Palace said the bodies 
of the earl, 79, his 14-year-old grandson Nicholas Knatch- 
.bull, and the Dowager Lady Brabourne, 82, his son-in- 
law’s mother, will be flown back to England from Ire¬ 
land today. 

They were killed by a bomb that shattered the earl’s 
29-foot fishing cruiser, Shadow V, while on a family outing on 
Donegal Bay on the west coast of Ireland Monday. Ap Irish 
boy, a crew member on the boat, was also killed. 

Prince'Philip and Prince Charles* are to meet the cof¬ 
fins when they are flown into Eastleigh Airport in Hamp¬ 
shire by a Royal Air Force Hercules. 

Funeral plans call for a service for the earl at West¬ 
minster Abbey next Wednesday and burial at the 12th- 
century Romsey Abbey near his home. 

All three coffins, the palace said, are to be driven 
from Eastleigh Airport to Broadlands, the earl’s coun¬ 
ty estate in Hampshire, southwest of London. 

Mountbatten’s body will lie in state overnight Mon¬ 
day in Romsey Abbey, watched over by members of 
his estate staff. On Tuesday it will be taken to the queen’s 
chapel in St. James’s Palace, London, to lie in state 
until the Westminster Abbey service. 

Funeral arrangements for the Dowager Lady Brabourne 
and grandson Nicholas Knatchbull have not yet been an¬ 
nounced. 


Members of the armed forces will line the route of 
the funeral procession from St. James’s Palace to West¬ 
minster Abbey, and the Royal Horse Artillery will fire a 
19-gun salute from Hyde Park. The earl’s coffin will be 
conveyed on a naval gun carriage drawn by a Royal Navy 
crew. 

After the service, attended by Queen Elizabeth and 
other members of the royal fafnily, the coffin is to taken 
by special train from Waterloo Station to Romsey Abbey 
for the private interment service.

LONDON — Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, 
donning a camouflage flak jacket and a military 
beret, helicoptered into the heart of Northern Ire¬ 
land’s “bandit country” Wednesday in a show of 
defiance to the Irish Republican Army which consid¬ 
ers the border region its own. 

She arrived as the Dublin government posted a 
$260,000 reward for the killers who Monday assassin¬ 
ated Lord Louis Mountbatten, Britain’s senior sol¬ 
dier-statesman. 

Police questioned at least two IRA suspects about 
the assassination, but said they had been picked up 
about one hour before Mountbatten was killed. 

Sources said traces of nitroglycerine and sea 
water were found in the men’s clothing. 

In Dublin, Deputy Prime Minister George Colley 
said Irish police believe they have identified Mount- 
batten’s assassins but so far did not have enough 
evidence to bring charges.

Unions to shell $2.5 million 


MONTREAL (CP) — The 
Confederation of National 
Trade Unions announced 
Wednesday it would pay 
Reynolds Aluminum Co. of 
Canada Ltd. $2.5 million in 
an out-of-court settlement 
for damages incurred in a 
two-day illegal strike in 
1967. 

The CNTU had been or¬ 
dered in February to pay 
'Reynolds Aluminum $10 mil¬ 
lion for damage caused when 
supervisors were kept from 
preventing the hardening of 
aluminum in pot lines. 

The 200,000-member 
tr^Je-union group said the 
payment, worked out with 
company negotiators, would 
be spread over three years. 

The union said it did not 
consider the settlement an 
admission of responsibility. 

The case stems from a 
two-day walkout in 1967 at 
the Baie Comeau smelter of 


Canadian British Metals, 
now owned by Reynolds. 

The company claimed the 
strikers prevented company 
officials from entering the 
smelter to shut down the 
plant in an orderly way, and 


molten aluminum solidified 
in pot lines. 

The company also claimed 
$4.5 million in lost produc¬ 
tion during repairs. 

In February, Quebec Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge Vincent 


Masson awarded Reynolds 
$6 million plus interest—al¬ 
most $10 million. 

That judgment was de¬ 
scribed as the largest in Ca¬ 
nadian labor relations his¬ 
tory.

WINNIPEG (UPC) — 
Canada is economically sick, 
in part because bureaucrats 
treat public money like 
“wampum” and try to get as 
much for their programs as 
possible. Auditor General 
James MacDonnell said

“The country is economic¬ 
ally sick . . . and elected 
representatives are no 
longer effectively in control 
of the public purse,” he said 
in a rare speech to the annual 
conference of the Institute of 
Public Administration of 
Canada. “The bureaucra¬ 
cies have no incentive to re¬ 
store that control.” 

MacDonnell, who retires 
later this year, said MPs are 
controlled by senior bureau¬ 
crats and public money is 
treated like “wampum,” be¬ 


cause the bureaefats are 
still praised and promoted 
for getting as much money 
for their departmental pro¬ 
grams as possible. 

The Lambert Commission 
on financial management in 
the federal government and 
annual reports from the au¬ 
ditor general “provide 
ample evidence that our own 
country is sick . . . and the 
superbureaucrats may well 
be the carriers,” he said. 

In a separate statement, 
Prime Minister Joe Clark 
made a move towards re¬ 
straint, appointing Perrin 
Beatty, Minister of State for 
the Treasury Board, in 
charge of developing a time¬ 
table for implementing the 
Lambert Commission’s 
recommendations.

Although it fears its mediation talks are now doomed, the 
B.C. Ferry and Marine Workers Union has some good news 
for holidayers wanting to take advantage of the summer’s 
last big bash: ferry service will sail without interruption 
through the Labor Day weekend. 

The only threat to that would be unauthorized job 
action prompted by militant individuals, and the union 
doesn’t see that as a likelihood. 

“When we served our strike notice we did give our 
commitment that there would not be a strike on the 
holiday weekend,” union president Shirley Mathieson told 
the Colonist Wednesday.

Eldorado, the new Seville 
has been said by those in the 
industry who have seen it to 
be either a reminiscent ver¬ 
sion of the 1930s classics or a 
potentially big headache. It 
will have a new 366-cubic- 
inch V-8 engine, and the 
word is that it will cost close 
to $20,000. 

Ford is offering the broa¬ 
dest choice of new luxury 
cars of all the manufac¬ 
turers. Another product in 
the campaign to improve 
fuel economy by reducing 
the vehicles’ weight and size, 
the new Lincoln will be ahout 
18 inches shorter and 1,000 
pounds lighter than the cur¬ 
rent model. Its-standard en¬ 
gine will be an electronic- 
fuel-injection, 302 cubic-inch 
V-8 engine with a new four- 
speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion. The Mark VI, also with 
a substantial amount of 
weight cut out and some lux¬ 
ury features added, will look 
about like the 1979 model. 


THE FORD Thunderbird, 
to be about 20 inches shorter 
than the current model, is 
being built on a stretched 
Fairmont-Zephyr platform. 
Reduced in weight by more 
than 500 pounds, it generally 
preserves the familiar Thun¬ 
derbird styling. 

Chrysler, which has al¬ 
ways sought to maintain a 
presence in the full-size, lux¬ 
ury-car market, will be in¬ 
troducing a new midsize car, 
the Dodge Mirada, which it 
will be billing as a luxury car 
in competition with the

automobile manufacturers 
and dealers, still struggling 
to sell an unusually large 
backlog of 1979 model cars, 
face the prospect of being 
overtaken by the 1980 models 
before the task is complete. 

‘Tve never seen a year- 
end glut like this,” said Gar 
Laux, executive vice-presi¬ 
dent for sales and marketing 
at Chrysler Corp. “We’ve got 
to move the 79s out, and 
that’s what we’re doing.” He 
said the company’s $400 cash 
rebate program had helped 
slice an 80,000-vehicle inven¬ 
tory at the end of July to 
43,800 units. 

GORDON B. MacKEN- 
ZIE, a sales vice-president 
at the Ford Motor Co., con¬ 
curs: ‘‘It’s a problem for the 
whole industry. We’re run¬ 
ning abnormally high in in¬ 
ventories. But the uncer¬ 
tainty over gasoline supply 
is over and people are com¬ 
ing into the marketplace 
again.” 

Nevertheless, the intro¬ 
duction of the 1980s, already 
delayed two weeks, will take 
place as now planned, execu¬ 
tives of the manufacturers 
say. 

All of the major car- 
makers acknowledge that 
they will have more model- 
year carry-overs than at the 
end of the 1978 model year. 
Some estimates on Wall 
Street are that the number is 
as high as 400,000 cars and 
trucks. 

“WE’VE STILL GOT 
some latitude,” said Robert 
D. Burger, vice-president 
for marketing at General 
Motors Corporator the in¬ 
dustry giant, suggesting that 
the large number of vehicles 
st|ll on hand might not prove 
to be such a headache sev¬ 
eral weeks from now. 

Traditionally, late Sep¬ 
tember or early October is 
when the next model year’s 
cars officially make their 


entrance. This year it is Oct. 
11 for General Motors and 
Oct. 12 for Ford and 
Chrysler. 

“All the plans are in place, 
but we haven’t looked at the 
question yet of how to get 
people to look at the 1980s,” 
Burger said. “Basically, we 
have to separate those two 
assignments. Get the job 
done to get the 79s sold, then 
get to .work on selling the 80s. 
If necessary, we’ll put out 
the merchandising plans 
needed to clean these things 
up. And when the 80s come, 
we’ll be out there .advertis¬ 
ing, merchandising and sell¬ 
ing them like we would in 
any other year.” 

COMPETING WITH 

lower-priced 1979 leftovers 
is not the only problem in¬ 
volved in marketing the 
1980s. There is the lingering 
fear of another gasoline 
shortage, an economic slow¬ 
down that has already 
prompted auto-makers to 
pare their sales outlooks, 
and the fact that there are 
only a few truly new offer¬ 
ings. 

General Motors made a 
major change this spring 
when it introduced its X- 
body compacts, a fleet of 
cars considerably more fuel- 
efficient than their prede¬ 
cessors. 

This fall, the remaining 
fare are cars that are billed 
as luxury items: A new Ca¬ 
dillac Seville from GM, new 
Ford Thunderbird, Cougar 
and Lincoln Continental, and 
a new Chrysler car called 
Mirada. 


THERE IS ALSO the 
American Motors Eagle, 
which combines a passen¬ 
ger-car body with a four- 
wheel-drive chassis. 

Facelifts and some new 
sheet metal dominate the 
rest of the model year’s au¬ 
tomobile offerings. Also, 
Ford is introducing a new 
fleet of more fuel-efficient 
trucks, while GM, Chrysler 
and American Motors are 
offering improvements on 
their existing truck lines. 

While the Seville retains 
the familiar Cadillac front, 
its rear slopes from the 
roofline like some previous 
fastback Oldsmobiles, then 
suddenly breaks in box-like 
fashion as it goes to the tail- 
lights and bumper. 


Thunderbird, Cougar and 
Pontiac Grand Prix. 

THE MIRADA, which re¬ 
places the well styled but 
poorly received Magnum, 
and is the companion car of 
the restyled 1980 Chrysler 
Cordoba, is about 400 pounds 
lighter than either Magnum 
or Cordoba, and will have a 
255-cubic-inch, six-cylinder 
basic engine. 

Dealers are mixed on what 
they intend to do with their 
1980 models, some of which 
they already have in stock, if 
their 79s are still abundant. 
During the last slowdown in 
1974, many dealers split 
their showroom floors and 
offered the carryover 
models at one end of the floor 
and new ones at the other.

Maternity leave in Nanaimo 

Trustees cool hot subject 


NANAIMO — The city of 
Nanaimo has backed off 
from a confrontation with its 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees workers over the 
issue of maternity leave. 

The city council agreed 
this week to send the issue 
back to its general govern¬ 
ment and labor relations 
committee for discussion 
with the union. 

It had been proposed that 
maternity leave for city 
workers be limited to the 15 
weeks covered by unemploy¬ 
ment insurance. 

Two city employees have 
previously received six 
months of maternity leave 
without pay. 

CUPE Local 401 president 
G.A. Coghill attended this 
week’s meeting to protest 
the proposed change. 

He said that the proposal 
for the limited maternity 
leave had been brought be¬ 
fore council without any 
prior consultation with the 
union, and'he hinted the 


union members would be 
willing to use confrontation, 
if necessary, to keep the 
present maternity leave ar¬ 
rangements. 

That strong approach was 
not necessary, however, as 
aldermen willingly sent the 
issue back to corfimittee for 
more tail*. 

In other business, a repre¬ 
sentative of the Southend 
Neighborhood Association 
appeared before council to 
ask for a change in a pro¬ 
posed truck route. 

The council went along 
with a change proposed by. 
Ian Fawcett for a truck route 
in the southend of the city. 

The route will now travel 
along Crace Street from 
Nicol to Esplanade, Espla¬ 
nade from Front to Fry 
Street, on Fry Street be¬ 
tween Finlayson and Farqu- 
har. 

The council agreed to 
eliminate the portion of the 
route that would travel along 


Farquhar Street east of Ha- 
liburton. 

Fawcett said that elimin¬ 
ating the Farquhar portion 
of the truck route would keep 
truck traffic away from the 
residential area and Prin¬ 
cess Royal elementary 
school. 

In other business, the 
council heard a bit about 
Protection Island problems, 
but guaranteed a longer look 
at the problems later. 

The council agreed to hold 
a special meeting within the 
next two weeks to discuss the 
island’s problems. 

Ole Neilson, president of 
the Protection Island Rate¬ 
payers, gave the city a copy 
of a letter sent to Municipal 
Affairs Minister Bill Vander 
Zalm requesting that the is¬ 
land be removed from the 
Islands Trust and left in the 
city. 

The council will seek a 
meeting with Vander Zalm 
at next week’s UBCM con¬ 
vention, and is also planning 


a meeting with other provin¬ 
cial government officials on 
water problems on the is¬ 
land. 

Ferry service to the is¬ 
land, and whether Protec¬ 
tion Island should remain a 
part of the city, are expected 
to be discussed at the special 
meeting on the island’s prob¬ 
lems. 

In other business, the 
council served notice to 
boaters parking in the emer¬ 
gency spot at Brechin boat 
ramp that they will have 
their vehicles towed away. 

Aid. Howden, who is coun¬ 
cil’s representative to the 
emergency program, said 
that boaters who park their 
vehicles and boat trailers in 
the spot marked for emer¬ 
gency vehicles at the boat 
ramp are slowing up re¬ 
sponse time of the rescue 
workers. 

She asked for, and re¬ 
ceived, council’s permission 
to have vehicles parked in 
the emergency spot towed 
away. 


Aldermen also suggested 
that the emergency spot be 
better marked and lit, so that 
boaters would be aware the 
spot was reserved for emer¬ 
gency vehicles. 

. Another recommendation 
from Mrs. Howden, as chair¬ 
man of the region’s transits 
committee, also received 
council approval. 

The aldermen agreed with 
the request of the regional 
transit department that the 
bus stop at Gordon Street 
parkade be made perma¬ 
nent. 

The stop will be a new one 
used by several buses on new 
routes being planned by the 
Urban Transit Authority. 

The Gordon Street stop 
was used during July when 
Commercial Street was 
closed for a shopping mall. 

The new bus schedule will 
reintroduce lunch and sup¬ 
per-hour service and elim- 
ninate the lineup of buses on 
Commercial Street. 


Chemainus is back to normal

Things are back to normal 
in Chemainus as Pulp, Paper 
and Woodworkers of Canada 
picketers were undone by 
another cease-and-desist 
order Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

The PPWC members from 
the Harmac local had been 
picketing the Chemainus 
sawmill of MacMillan Blce- 
del since Monday, when they 
stopped the day shift of the 


650-employee mill from re¬ 
porting to work. 

The company, already in 
the throes of a prolonged 
shutdown at its 1,506-em¬ 
ployee pulp mill in Harmac, 
applied to the B.C. Labor 
Relations Board for the 
order. 

It was granted as the Har¬ 
mac pickets were actually 
stopping hundreds of Inter¬ 
national Woodworkers of 
America members from 
going to work in Che¬ 
mainus. 


An airplane stood by in 
Vancouver Wednesday and 
the LRB order was flown 
over to the Island in time for 
things to go back to normal 
in Chemainus on the 4:30 
p.m. “afternoon shift.’’ 

But things were far from 
normal at Harmac, six miles 
south of Nanaimo. 

The Harmac local trig¬ 
gered its own dispute Aug. 22 
when it began trying to dic¬ 
tate to MacMillan Bloedel 
what sort of palp it should 
use. ( 


When the firm disagreed 
with PPWC’s definition of 
“hot pulp,’’ union picket's 
went up and Harmac and its 
union members chalked up 
an impressive 50th labor dis¬ 
ruption since 1970. 

Stan Shewaga, president 
of the beleaguered Harmac 
local, has since made much 
of the fact that his local has 
not signed a contract with 
MacMillan Bloedel. 

However, signed contracts 
in the past have never de¬ 


terred Shewaga from lead¬ 
ing his members on illegal 
walkouts, of which he has 
probably chalked up more 
than any other labor leader 
in British Columbia. 

In the past few months, 
Shewaga and cohorts have 
managed to put a number of 
IWA men out of work on the 
Island and the Lower Main¬ 
land, although LRB orders 
have invariably cleared 
them out, as was the case in 
Chemainus. 


School bus hiss 

We’ll block 
highway, 
parents say 


DUNCAN — Concerned 
parents of school children 
forced to walk along “a 
dark, unlit, partially desert¬ 
ed road in winter,” intend to 
block a section of the high¬ 
way if meetings with educa¬ 
tion ministry officials fail to 
produce a school bus. 

About 30 of the concerned 
parents attended a hastily- 
called meeting at Shawnigan 
Lake Community Hall to 
protest that about 100 chil¬ 
dren from the village of 
Shawnigan Lake will be re¬ 
quired to walk along Ren¬ 
frew Rioad to the new Discov¬ 
ery elementary school. 

Attending the meeting and 
sitting as a panel to answer 
questions were Cowichan 
MLA Barbara Wallace, 
Cowichan school board 
chairman Joan Gillatt, 
Shawnigan Home and School 
Association president Inge- 
lisa Polock school trustees 
Alan Hussey and Gerry 
Joyce, parents’ representa- • 
tives Jeanette Fujita, Sue 
Franks and Lou Shreenan, 
as well as principal of the 
new school Ed Redshaw. 

Speaking for the parents, 
Mrs. Fujita said: “The road 
on which the children are 
expected to walk is very nar¬ 
row and in many places 
whithout a shoulder. 

“Many logging trucks use 
the road and they would be 
unable to stop quickly if a 
child darted out in front of 
them. 

“The road is also winding 
with hills, which contribute 
to poor visibility for the ve¬ 
hicle drivers.” 

She also said that “there 
are only a few homes along 
the road and most of them 
are set far back from the 
road. The children would 
have to walk along a dark, 
partially-deserted road in 
the winter, inviting disas¬ 
ter.” 

The parents presented 
Mrs. Wallace with a petition 
of 60 names and informed 
her that more would be 
forthcoming. 

Mrs. Franks said that even 
if the distance was only one 
mile, because of existing 
conditions, a bus would still 
be required due to the differ¬ 
ent safety factors involved. 
"School trustees told the 
parents that a school bus is a 
privilege and not a right and 
also that there is no bus 
available even for the chil¬ 
dren who are entitled to one, 
living the required distance 
from the school. This dis¬ 
tance is 2% half miles for 
grades 1-3 and three miles 
for grades 4-7. 

Mrs. Gillatt told the par¬ 
ents fhat they might obtain a 
bus if they could get the 
highways department and 
RCMP to agree in writing 
that the road is unsafe. 

Failing this, they would 
have to convince Education 
Minister Pat McGeer of the 
, need for the bus. 

Mrs. Fujita said Several 
mothers had visited the 
stretch of highway in ques¬ 
tion and highways crews had 
apparently done some wi¬ 
dening and upgrading of the 
road recently. 

But she added: “There are 
many places where it is not 
possible to widen it and road 
upgrading still would not al- 
leviate the other prob¬ 
lems.” 

Trustee Jerry Joyce said 
that highways has probably 
spent more money upgrad¬ 
ing the road than would have 
been required to supply a bus 
for the children. 

When MLA Wallace sug¬ 
gested that the best recourse 
for the concerned parents 
would be to try and see the 
minister of education, Mrs. 
Franks said they had sent a 
letter to McGeer and he had 
“not seen fit to acknowledge 
it in any way.” 

MLA Wallace said she 
would try and arrange a 
meeting for them with either 
McGeer or his deputy. 

Mrs. Fujita said they 


would have a delegation out¬ 
side the minister’s office in 
the legislative buildings 
within two days, with or 
without an appointment. 

She said; “If there is no 
satisfaction from this tactic, 
the parents involved would 
picket the road on Sept. 5 or 
the following day Sept. 6.” 

Following the meeting, 
Mrs. Fujita informed the 
Colonist that the parents had 
been informed that the min¬ 


istry of education’s superin¬ 
tendent of administration 
Les Canty would be meeting 
with parent representatives 
and school board chairman 
Gilatt, would visit the 
stretch of road causing the 
controversy and would seek 
a solution to the problem. 

Mrs. Fujita said: “It’s not 
necessary for us to go to the 
Legislature now, but if we 
don’t get a bus we'will be 
picketing the road.” 


Nanaimo council 

Ney beats 
another 
uprising

NANAIMO — Mayor Frank Ney weathered a 
proposed motion of censure and attacks on his 
chairmanship abilities at a heated city council ses¬ 
sion here this week. 

The censure motion, proposed by Aid. Nelson 
Allen, was defeated by a 4-4 tie vote, with Ney not 
voting on the issue. 

In related business, the council finally managed 
to adopt the minutes of a special meeting of July 5, 
which had been called to discuss the threat of legal 
acion over connection fees charged Holly Hill De¬ 
velopments. 

It was that meeting which triggered a weeks-long 
campaign by Allen to have Ney discredited for his 
chairing of the meeting. 

Allen, backed up by three fellow aldermen, 
charged that Ney ignored proper rules of order in 
conducting the meeting, and was “abusive, arrogant 
and obnoxious.” 

The mayor had ruled certain motions and 
amendments out of order at the July 5 meeting 
because he said a special meeting is called to discuss 
only one topic and that topic was the threat of legal 
action by Holly Hill. 

Allen repeated his charge this week that he 
believed Ney had called the meeting with the express 
purpose of upsetting an earlier council-in-committee 
recommendation that Holly Hill not be paid a refund 
for the fees, for which the developer claimed he had 
been double-charged. 

The aldermen at the special meeting voted to 
give Holly Hill the refund. 

This week, the council finally adopted the 
minutes of the July 5 meeting, which have been the 
subject of legal wrangling. 

Allen wanted the minutes amended to show that 
the motions Ney had ruled out of order, a decision 
subsequently upheld by a majority at the meeting, 
were in fact in order. 

When that amendment was defeated, and the 
minutes adopted unaltered, Allenlhade his motion of 
censure against the mayor. 

He said that Ney could neither chair the censure 
debate nor vote on the motion, although the mayor 
could debate the issue. 

The censure motion nearly fizzed when Allen was 
unable to find the appropriate sections in an updated 
Roberts Rules of Order to back up his motion. 

■ He changed the censure motion to a notice of 
motion, but by the end of the council meeting had 
found the proper sections in the rule book, and once 
again moved the censure as a regular motion. 

Ney chose not to debate the issue and remain in 
the chair. 

Allen repeated previous statements that he had 
never before seen such poor chairmanship in his 20 
years’ involvement in various organizations. 

He charged Ney with an abuse of the rules to 
steer decisions. 

Aid. Gino Sedola said that he agreed Ney had 
made errors in the application of rules of order. 

However, he added, all council members were 
guilty of similar mistakes. 

“We’re all equally culpable,” Sedola said. 

He condemned the “little personalities . . . 
verbal exchanges . . . legal harangues and paper¬ 
pushing” he said was occurring in council. 

“We’re playing little games hefe,” Sedola said. 
“What we need is more common sense and more 
common courtesy.” 

Aid. Ray Brookbank said that he agreed there 
has been abuse of the rules at council, but that he 
believes it is Allen who has been abusing the rules, 
not Ney. 

The vote on the censure motion split evenly, with 
Ney not voting, to spell a defeat for Allen’s rebuke of 
the mayor. 

Favoring the motion were Allen, Alex Ferguson, 
Jack Little and Ada Howden. 

Opposed were Sedola, Brookbank, Dick Winkel- 
man and Gertrude Hall. 

During debate on the topic, Allen said he would 
attempt to bring the issue up on the floor of the Union 
of B.C. Municipalities convention next week.

Prudhomme 
sets record 

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 
Don Prudhomme gunned his 
replica Plymouth Arrow 
funny car to the quickest 
elapsed time In drag-racing 
history Wednesday and pre¬ 
dicted an even better perfor- 
mance before the end of 
qualifying for the $445,000 
U.S. Nationals. 

The 35-year-old Califor¬ 
nian covered the Indianapo¬ 
lis Raceway Park quarter- 
mile strip in 5.95 seconds, 
breaking his own world rec¬ 
ord of 5.97 set here three 
years ago. 


Sandown this summer. After 
58 days a remarkable 13 of 
the possible 56 combinations 
are winners. That’s a 23 per 
cent chance of being right, 
and while that’s not as high 
as the percentage of winning 
favorites the difference is 
more than made up for in the 
size of the returns. 

At Sandown this year, the 
best numbers have been No. 
2, a winner 75 times and in 
the Exactor 177 times, and 
No. 4, leader in victories with 
93 and part of the Exactor 
178 times. Backing them up 
In the Exactor in every race 
would have produced a small 
profit, but including No. 8 
would have been quiteare- 
warding. Nos. 4 and 8 were 


winners both ways and the 
8-2 combination was the best 
of all with a net of almost 
$1,000, and a 2-4-8 box in 
every race in which it was • 
available would have 
brought a profit of almost 
$1,600. 

Of course, there’s the 
other side. Any numbers 
player backing 2-6 all the 
way would have cashed only 
three tickets totalling $93.60 
and the loss would have been 
close to $1,000. 

There were 42 other losing 
combinations but what num¬ 
bers players should learn is 
that if they continue to play 
Nos. 7 and 6 long enough at 
harness-racing tracks they 
will soon begin to think 


they’re not lucky. The pay¬ 
offs have sometimes been 
big but the No. 7 horse at 
Sandown has won only 6.3 
per cent of the time and No. 7 
is in only one of the 13 win¬ 
ning Exactor combinations. 
No. 6 is the only other num¬ 
ber with a victory percent¬ 
age below the average of 
12.5, and is better than only 
No. 7 in the Exactor percent¬ 
ages. 

Anything, even a 6-7 or 7-6 
Exactor record, can happen 
in the remaining 54 races but 
for those who bet to win, the 
Sandown order of success to 
date has been 4-3-1-2-5-8-6-7 
and for the Exactor players 
the best numbers, in order, 
have been 2-4-3-8-1-5-6-7.

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Organist Edward Norman will play first public concert 

Pipe organ comes 
as ‘birthday’ gift

Almost a year from the day the 
University Centre auditorium at 
the University of Victoria was offi¬ 
cially inaugurated, the first major 
addition to the auditorium will be 
presented to the public. 

The newcomer is a 24-stop, two-man¬ 
ual pipe organ, now being reassembled 
in the auditorium after a lengthy jour¬ 
ney from Quebec. 

MADE POSSIBLE through a gift 
from Dr. Joyce Clearihue, daughter of 
Dr. Joseph Clearihue. the university’s 
first chancellor and first chairman of 
the board of governors, after whom the 
first building on the Gordon Head cam¬ 
pus was named, the organ was bought 
for $20,000 from the parish of Saint- 
Mathias in Arvida, Quebec. Another 
$20,000 was required for shipping the 
organ to Victoria and renovating the 
instrument. 

Dr. Eric Schwandt of the UVic music 
department, who spotted a small ad¬ 
vertisement for the organ in a music 
magazine, and set the wheels in motion 
to acquire the instrument, said pur¬ 
chase of a similar, new instrument 
today would probably cost about $175,- 
000 . 

THE ORGAN was built in 1966 by 
Georges Mayer of Alsace, France, and 
exhibits old-world craftsmanship 
throughout: parts of the organ which 
were designed never to be seen again, 
once put in place, are finished with the 
same care and veneer as the most 
visible pipes. But the harsh climate of 
Arvida, and a lack of maintenance (the 
nearest organ specialist lived 200 kilo¬ 
metres away) damaged some of the 
chests which hold air, and the veneer 
was peeling away from other parts. 

In spite of that, ‘‘it still had a high 


quality sound, and will be even higher 
quality by the time it is ready here,” 
Schwandt says. 

ASSEMBLED IN a cedar-panelled 
case designed to match the cedar ac¬ 
cents in the UVic auditorium, the in¬ 
strument sits just above the stage in a 
place which was specifically reserved 
for an organ of about its size. After 
being disassembled and shipped to 
Victoria, the wooden parts of the organ 
were allowed to acclimatize to their 
new environment for several weeks 
before reassembly began. 

The case, which was not part of the 
original instrument, lifts the pipes 
above the keyboard and helps blend the 
sounds of the pipes before they emerge 
into the auditorium. Schwandt ex¬ 
plained. 

Work in the auditorium itself began 
in July, and three workmen, under the 
guidance of Vancouver Island’s only 
organ builder, Hugo Spilker, will be 
working for several weeks yet. The 
first public concert for the organ will be 
Sept. 23, the opening day of the CBC 
Music Festival being held at the univer¬ 
sity. 

NOBODY AT THE UNIVERSITY 
knows as yet just what the instrument 
will sound like. Schwandt examined it 
in Arvida for two days before deciding 
to purchase it, but because it had not 
been maintained and was in a consider¬ 
ably smaller space than the volumi¬ 
nous University Centre auditorium, the 
sound will undoubtedly be different. 

” A number of us are looking forward 
to hearing it with great anticipation. 
Me for instance.” 

The organ and its case will unques¬ 
tionably have an impact on the highly- 
acclaimed acoustics of the auditorium, 
but Schwandt says the installation was 
approved by the auditorium acousti¬ 
cian, and has been followed closely by 
architect Terry Williams. 

“It’s bound to do something, some¬ 
thing good,” Schwandt says.

The distinction between 
those who graduate from 
Grade 12 and those who 
merely quit school after 
their 12th year without meet¬ 
ing all the requirements for 
graduation, may be drawn 
more clearly in the Sooke 
school district in future. 

At a meeting with its sec¬ 
ondary school principals 
Tuesday, the school board 
suggested that only students 
who meet graduation re¬ 
quirements should take part 
in the graduation exercises, 
as distinct from “school 
leaving” exercises. 

That practice has been fol- 
lowed at Belmont High 
School for five years now, 
principal John Holt said, and 
most students and teaching 
staff appear to support it. 

“The feeling is probably 
stronger among students 
than people realize, that they 
should have graduation, 
rather than school-leaving 
ceremonies.” 

Holt said school-leaving 
exercises in late May or 
early June, before final 
grades are actually known, 
were common when students 
took provincial examina¬ 
tions in June. Since the re¬ 
sults were not available until 
later in the summer, it was 
not known which students 
had graduated at the end of 
the school year, and the 
ceremonies were moved 
away from the exam period 
at the end of the year. 

Although provincial ex 
animations have been aban 
doned, the earlier practice 
remains at many schools. 
Holt said. 

Dunsmuir principal Ri 
chard Lloyd said his stafl 
would be discussing the mat 
ter of graduation exercise? 
in the coming year, with a 
view to distinguishing be 
tween graduates and school 
leavers within the next twc 
years. Lloyd said some 
pupils who are not eligible to 
graduate do not feel they 
should be included in the 
graduation ceremonies. 

Edward Milne principal 
Charles Parslow showed a 
preference for the present 
practice at that school, the 
smallest high school in the 
district. There, all school 
leavers are included in com¬ 
mencement exercises, but 
only those who meet gradua¬ 
tion requirements receive 
diplomas.

Depending on the winds of 
political fortune, Oak Bay 
could be in for an interesting 
trade of sorts—former MLA 
Scott Wallace heading for 
the mayor’s chair in place of 
Brian Smith, the mayor who 
has become an MLA. 

“My first love is still medi¬ 
cine,” Wallace said Tuesday 
in stressing that he wouldn’t 
consider such a move if it 
was going to interfere with 
his duties as a doctor. 

Wallace, who shed his role 
as B.C. Tory leader and the 
party’s only sitting member 
to return-to his medical 
practice, has been hit with 
the old political itch. But he 
says he won’t make up his 
mind about running for 
mayor for another two or 
three weeks. He intends to 


talk with municipal officials 
to determine what change 
there has been in the system 
since he served on the coun¬ 
cil as an alderman from 1967 
to 1969. 

If it appears he could pro¬ 
perly handle the mayor’s job 
and his practice, he might 
contest the seat, he said. 

‘‘I want to emphasize one 
important point,” he said. 
‘‘I’ve had calls from patients 
who want to know if I am 
continuing my practice. If I 
decide I can’t do both, then 
medicine is the one I’ll be 
staying with.” 

Smith said when he was 
elected Social Credit MLA 
for Oak Bay-Gordon Head in 
May that he would only hang 
on as mayor until the end of 
the current term.

LONDON — Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, 
donning a camouflage flak jacket and a military 
beret, helicoptered into the heart of Northern Ire¬ 
land's “bandit country” Wednesday in a show of 
defiance to the Irish Republican Army which consid¬ 
ers the border region its own. 

She arrived as the Dublin government posted a

Police questioned at least two IRA suspects about 
the assassination, but said they had been picked up 
about one hour before Mountbatten was killed. 

Sources said traces of nitroglycerine and sea 
water were found in the men's clothing. 

In Dublin, Deputy Prime Minister George Colley 
said Irish police believe they have identified Mount- 
batten’s assassins but so far did not have enough 
evidence to bring charges.

Unions to shell $2.5 million 


MONTREAL (CP) — The 
Confederation of National 
Trade Unions announced 
Wednesday it would pay 
Reynolds Aluminum Co. of 
Canada Ltd. $2.5 million in 
an out-of-court settlement 
for damages incurred in a 
two-day illegal strike in 
1967. 

The CNTU had been or¬ 
dered in February to pay 
Reynolds Aluminum $10 mil- 
1 ion for damage caused when 
supervisors were kept from 
preventing the hardening of 
aluminum in pot lines. 

The 200,000-member 
trade-union group said the 
payment, worked out with 
company negotiators, would 
be spread over three years. 

The union said it did not 
consider the settlement an 
admission of responsibility. 

The case stems from a 
twa-day walkout in 1967 at 
the Baie Comeau smelter of 


Canadian British Metals, 
now owned by Reynolds. 

The company claimed the 
strikers prevented company 
officials from entering the 
smelter to shut down the 
plant in an orderly way, and 


molten aluminum solidified 
in pot lines. 

The company also claimed 
$1.5 million in lost produc¬ 
tion during repairs. 

In February, Quebec Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge Vincent 


Masson awarded Reynolds 
$6 million plus interest—al¬ 
most $10 million. 

That judgment was de¬ 
scribed as the largest in Ca¬ 
nadian labor relations his¬ 
tory.

Bureaucrats 
wampum men 
—MacDonnell 


WINNIPEG (UPC) — 
Canada is economically sick, 
in part because bureaucrats 
treat public money like 
“wampum” and try to get as 
much for their programs as 
possible, Auditor General 
James MacDonnell said 
Wednesday. 

“The country is economic¬ 
ally sick . . . and elected 
representatives are no 
longer effectively in control 
of the public purse,” he said 
in a rare speech to the annual 
conference of the Institute of 
Public Administration of 
Canada. “The bureaucra¬ 
cies have no incentive to re¬ 
store that control.” 

MacDonnell, who retires 
later this year, said MPs are 
controlled by senior bureau¬ 
crats and public money is 
treated like “wampum,” be¬ 


cause the bureacrats are 
still praised and promoted 
for getting as much money 
for their departmental pro¬ 
grams as possible. 

The Lambert Commission 
on financial management in 
the federal government and 
annual reports from the au¬ 
ditor general “provide 
ample evidence that our own 
country is sick ... and the 
superbureaucrats may well 
be the carriers,” he said. 

In a separate statement, 
Prime Minister Joe Clark 
made a move towards re¬ 
straint, appointing Perrin 
Beatty, Minister of State for 
the Treasury Board, in 
charge of developing a time¬ 
table for implementing the 
Lambert Commission’s 
recommendations. *

The San Juan weather bu¬ 
reau said David was a par¬ 
ticular threat to St. Croix 
island and the south coast of 
Puerto Rico. Forecasters 
expected St. Croix to begin 
feeling the storm’s outrider 
gales this rhorning, and 
Puerto Rico by noon. 

The amateur broadcasters 
had no available reports on 
possible casualties of the 
storm. St. Lucia Island, 
south of the storm centre’s 
track, however, reported 
only one injury — a man, 21 , 
hurt when a tree fell on his 
house. 

Both Martinique and Do¬ 
minica have thousands of 
native poor living in flimsy 
shacks unprotected from 
high winds, avalanches from 
the mountains or the storm 
surge of sea waters.

Although it fears its mediation talks are now doomed, the 
B.C. Ferry and Marine Workers Union has some good news 
for holidayers wanting to take advantage of the summer’s 
last big bash: ferry service will sail without interruption 
through the Labor Day weekend.
